King Hussein, who was add- 
ressing a rally held at Yarmouk 
University to mark Jordan's 38th 
Independence Day, said teachers 
have a responsibility of building 
up the future generation and the- 
refore they should be open to 
modem trends in sciences and 
cope with development in edu- 
cation so that they can impart val- 
uable teaching to the young and 
h-’p their country catch up with 
advanced nations. 

Teachers should be well qua- 
lified to carry out their mission 
with responsibility as they are res- 
ponsible for bridging the cultural 
gap between backwardness and 
progress and help safeguard Arab 
identity and existence, the King 
said. Therefore, he said, it is inc- 
umbent upon teachers to int- 
roduce new and modem teaching 
methods based on analysis and 


' experiment rather than on rel- 
aying what has been achieved, and 
to adopt methods based on pla- 
nning and objectivity — rather 
than working at random — and on 
application of theories so that tea- 
chers can instil in the young gen- 
eral : creative abilities and help 

them build a modern state. King 
Hussein said. 

The King paid tribute to tea- 
chers in Jordan by saying that they 
were among the forefront sectors 
of the public who struggle to ach- 
ieve Jordan's independence, and 
they are at present consolidating 
this independence with their inv- 
‘ aluable work and efforts to serve 
the young generation. But. he 
said, independence was just the 
beginning of the march and over 
the past three decades Jordan was 
able to expand education ext- 
ensively despite various obstacles. 

After Jordan's independence, 
teachers worked hard to increase 
the number of literate people in 
the country and plans were laid in 
the late 1960s to improve the qua- 
lity of education, the King said. 
But, he added, the 1967 war had 
interrupted Jordan’s plans and the 
influx of students coming from the 
West Bank and the condition of- 


schools and education under Isr- 
aeli occupation rule have ren- 
dered Jondan's plans futile, and 
therefore plans for the tra- ' 
information in teaching methods 
and comprehensive improvement 
in education had to be delayed. 

However, in the 1 980s. Jordan 
is determined to carry out pro- 
grammes for improving the sta- 
ndard and quality of education in 
accordance with the Ministry of 
Education's plans. King Hussein 
said. 

The King said that be was dis- 
tributing medals to veteran tea- 
chers in recognition of their efforts 
and their mission, and is also dis- 
tributing title deeds of housing 
units to those benefiting from a 
housing project for teachers in 
Iibid Govemorate. 

More housing units will be built 
so that as many teachers as pos- 
sible can benefit from the project 
and own their homes. King Hus- 
sein said. 

He also declared that in rec- 
ognition of the teachers’ role and. 
services towards their country be 
had passed directives to Jordanian 
universities to assign five per cent 
of the seats in all faculties to the 
sons and daughters of working and 
retired teachers and has ordered 
thatplots of state-owned land be 
assigned near towns in various reg- 
ions of the country for establishing 
cultural and social clubs for tea- 
chers. 

. Later the King distributed med- 
als to veteran ieachers in rec- 
ognition of their efforts. Medals 
were distributed to 104 working 
and retired teachers. 

At the ceremony. Minister of 


Education Hikraat A1 Saket made 
a speech explaining that the Edu- 
cation Ministry’s plans have been 
geared to cope with the country’s 
development needs in various sec- 
tors. He also referred to pro- 
grammes designed to improve 
education and teaching methods. 

Deeds distributed 

Also at the ceremony. King 
Hussein distributed title deeds to 
teachers of Irbid Govemorate for 
the ownership of housing units at 
the Zibdet Farkouh Housing Est- 
ate. The ceremony was attended 
by Prime Minister Ahmad ‘Obe- 
idat. Speakers of the Upper and 
Lower Houses of Parliament 
Ahmad A1 Lawzi and Akef AJ 
Fayez, respectively. Chief of the 
Royal Court Marwan AJ Qasem. 
Court Minister Adnan Abu Odeh, 
Chief Chamberlain Prince Ra'd 
Ibn Zald. senior officials, pre- 
sidents of Jordanian universities, 
the mayor of Irbid and senior 
army officers. 

Following the celebrations. 
Kiog Hussein visited the Zibdet 
Farkouh Housing Estate and unv- 
eiled a commemorative plaque at 
the site, and inspected the housing 
units. 

The 392-unit project has cost 
JD 3.5 million and is of three 
types, all provided with health, 
educational and postal services, as 
well as a shopping centre and 
public parks.

3 Israelis killed Gulf crisis forces 
in Bekaa attack tankers to lie idle 


TEL AVIV (R) — Three Israeli 
soldiers were killed and two wou- 
nded in an ambush early Sunday in 
east Lebanon’s Bekaa Valley, a 
military spokesman said. 

T wo Israeli j eeps were attacked 
with automatic weapons and 
rocket-propelled grenades south 
of Karaed AJ Loz. near a ceasefire 
line separating Israeli and Syrian 
forces, the spokesman said. 

It was the most serious incident 
involving Israeli troops in Leb- 
anon in months and brought to 
584 the number of soldiers killed 
in Lebanon since Israel invaded 
that country in June 1982. 

Last week Israel twice sent its 
planes to bomb what it described 
as commando bases in Syrian- 
controlled east Lebanon, north of 
the scene of the ambush. 

The Israelis reported “accurate 


hits” on what they described as 
headquarters and training bases 
for unspecified commando org- 
anisations. But reports from Leb- 
anon said the attacks paused little 
damage and few casualties. 

Defence Minister Moshe Arens 
was quoted Sunday as saying in a 
weekend lecture that attacks on 
Israeli troops in South Lebanon 
would postpone any withdrawal. 

“As long as there are attacks in 
Lebanon we will not leave.” the 
Jerusalem Post newspaper quoted 
him as saying. 

Mr. Arens said Israel sought to 
convince South Lebanese villagers 
that they must agree to “security 
arrangements” to prevent attacks 
across Israel's nonhem border 
before the army would be wit- 
hdrawn. 


Karami: National unity 
only way to oust Israelis 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Lebanese 
Prime Minister Rashid Karami 
called Sunday for national unity as 
the only way to end the Israeli 
occupation of the south of the 
country. 

In a broadcast speech in the nor- 
thern city of Tripoli, his hom- 
etown. Mr. Karami said: “We can 
only liberate Lebanon by national 
unity... so that the enemy will no 
longer be able to exploit our dif- 
ferences and conflicts.” 

He said getting Israeli forcesout 
of the south was the first aim of his 
national unity government, which 
includes representatives of all the 
country’s main factions. 

Israel has said it will withdraw 
once it obtains “security gua- 
rantees” for its northern border, 
preferably through direct neg- 
otiations with the Beirut gov- 
ernment. 

But Mr. Karami was ruled out 
direct talks and says Lebanon 
cannot accept Israeli troops on its 
territory as envisaged in the troop 
withdrawal agreement signed with 
Israel in May last year and abr- 
ogated by Beirut- in March. 

‘Religious issue’ 

Speaking to well wishers in Tri- 
poli, 80 kik r jtres north of Bei- 
rut, Mr. Karami said Sunday lib- 
eration of the southern third of the 
country “is a religious issue." 

His speech was broadcast live 


by the state radio and was int- 
errupted more than once by che- 
ers and applauds from the crowd 
and occasional chants of “With 
our souls, with our blood, we sac- 
rifice for you Rashid.” 

“Liberating Lebanon is a rel- 
igious issue that is a must duty 
especially in confronting Israel.” 
the Sunni Muslim politician told 
the crowd. 

On Friday the prime minister 
told reporters that the United Sta- 
tes had said it would be willing to 
mediate between Lebanon and 
Israel if both sides asked it to do 
so. 

Mr. Karami made no mention in 
his speech of reports that Lebanon 
has asked Israel to close down its 
liaison office in the village of Dba- 
iyeh. north of Beirut. 

Government officials said Sat- 
urday that the Beirut government 
had notified Israel of its decision 
to dose the office but Israel imm- 
ediately denied it had received 
notice (See page 2). 

1 killed in sniper fire 

Meanwhile Beirut police said 
one person was wounded on Sat- 
urday by sniper fire. The police 
report said the man, himself a pol- 
iceman. was assigned with a dis- 
engagement force overseeing the 
truce along the “green line” sep- 
arating mainly Christian east and 
mostly Muslim west Beirut. 


ABU DHABI (R) — More than 
60 tankers are docked off the Uni- 
ted Arab Emirates (UAE) ports 
of Fujairah and Khor Fakkan wai- 
ting for orders to load oil from- 
Kuwaiti, Saudi, Iranian and UAE 
oil terminals, shipping sources 
said Sunday. 

They said the number had inc- 
reased from about 1 0 tankers usu- 
ally docked off the two ports on 
the UAE's eastern coast before 
Iran and Iraq escalated their war 
this month by attacking oil tankers 
and other ships in the Gulf. 

But port sources noted that as 
many as 80 tankers were anchored 
off the country’s eastern shore at 
any one time some 15 months ago 
when Gulf states’ oil exports were 
dropping because of the world oil 
glut. 

Officials at Fujairah’s port att- 
ributed the current increase in the 
number of tankers anchored there 
to the port* s location outside the 
Strait of Hormuz, which Iran has 
threatened to block if its oil export 
were disrupted, and its low ins- 
urance rates. 

Lloyds insurance of London last 
week raised its premium for ships 
travelling to Khor Fakkan and 
Fujairah to 0.1 25 per cent of total 
ship and cargo value, but this is 
still far less than the rate for ships 
travelling into the Gulf. 

Some UAE press reports have 
attributed the increase in the 
number of ships anchored off the 
UAE’s eastern coast to a recent 
decision by Oman to clear its ports 
of idle tankers. 

Officials at Abu Dhabi's oD 
terminal in the Gulf said the mov- 
ement of oil tankers was normal 
with no significant change in their 
numbers. 

They said they did not expect an 
increase in UAE oil expons bec- 


ause the country's production was 
limited to 1.1 million barrels per 
day under quotas set by the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC). 

Dubai shipping sources also 
said tanker traffic was normal, and 
that it would take “some time” for 
attacks on ships at the northern 
pan of jhe Gulf to have any adv- 
erse effects on shipping in the 
lower Gulf. 

Pope voices concern 

Meanwhile, Pope John Paul 
Sunday said the Gulf war thr- 
eatened uncontrollable regional 
conflict. 

Speaking in Viterbo, a medieval 
city 70 kilometres north of Rome, 
the Pope said the three-aod-a-half 
year old war was worsening daily, 
with a constant accumulation of 
ruins, destruction and death. He 
added: 

“The fighting threatens to spr- 
ead to nearby countries and to 
explode into an even more grave 
crisis that would involve the whole 
area, with possibly uncontrollable 
repercussions." 

At the conclusion of an informal 
meeting of European Community 
foreign ministers, French foreign 
minister characterised the Gulf 
war as “abominable,” and said it 
was a major issue of discussion at 
the meeting. 

Mr. Cheysson said the foreign

Arafat leaves after talks on Arab 
summit, Gulf and U.N. conference

AMMAN — Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) Chairman 
Yasser Arafat left Amman for 
Algiers early Sunday after holding 
three hours of intensive talks with 
His Majesty King Hussein and 
senior Jordanian officials.

Saturday afternoon for a brief 
visit, chaired the opening session 
of a three-day meeting of the Pal- 
estine National Tund (PNF). 

The Jordanian News Agency. 
Petra, said that during the 
Hussein- Arafat talks both leaders 
stressed the necessity of con- 
vening an Arab summit “to work 
towards thwarting dangers con- 
fronting all Arab countries wit- 
hout exception." 

The 13th Arab summit, ori- 
ginally scheduled to be held in the 
Saudi capital of Riyadh earlier this 
year, has been postponed twice 
due to inter-Arab differences.

Shamir, Arens 
receive report 
on bus hijack 

TEL AVIV (AP) — Prime Min- 
ister Yitzhak Shamir and Defeace 
Minister Moshe Arens have rec- 
eived a report on the deaths of two 
Palestinians who took part in the 
hijacking of an Israeli bus last 
month, Israel Radio reported. 

Sources who declined to be ide- 
ntified confirmed that Mr. Shamir 
received the report several days 
ago, and said its findings would be 
published, probably later this 1 
week. Mr. Arens ordered the inq- 1 
uiry following newspaper reports 
in Israel and abroad suggested , 
that rwo of the four Palestinians ' 
who hijacked an Israeli bus to the 
Gaza Strip on the night of April 1 2 
might have been killed in cold 
blood after Israeli troops stormed 
the bus and captured them alive. 

Two of the hijackers were killed 
immediately when Israeli soldiers 
attacked the bus near the Pal- 
estinian refugee camp of Deir AJ 
Balah. and official statements said 
the other two died of their wounds 
on the way to hospital. 

But doubt was cast on the off- 
icial version when Israeli news 
photographers in the scene said 
they saw and photographed one 
man being led away from the 
scene uninjured by Israeli sol- 
diers. 


Kuwait hints at trouble in exporting oil 


KUWAIT (R) — A Kuwaiti min- 
ister Sunday dropped a strong hint 
that his country had been facing 
problems with ofl expons after the 
recent spate of attacks on shipping 
in the Gulf. 

Minister of State for Cabinet 
Affairs Abdul Aziz Hussein told 
reporters the attack? “ influenced 
some ofl companies in regard to 
sending their vessels to the Gulf, 
but Kuwait can, with its special 
abilities and good connections, 
overcome the problems it is fac- 
ing.” 

Mr. Hussein, who gave no fur- 


ther details, was speaking after 
Kuwait’s weekly cabinet session in 
which Ofl Minister Sheikh Ali A1 
Khalifa A1 Sabah reported on the 
production and marketing of 
Kuwaiti oil. 

Two Kuwaiti tankers, Umm 
Casbah and Bahrah. were hit by 
missiles in the Gulf earlier this 
month in aerial attacks blamed by 
Kuwait and five other Arab Guff 
states on Iran. 

Sheikh Ali according to an 
advance copy of a statement he is 
scheduled to make to parliament 


Saturday, says he expects Kuw- 
ait's oil production to remain at 
1.1 million barrels per day in the 
fiscal year starting on July 1 . 

He said that although world 
demand for oil was set to increase 
in 1984, he expects prices to rem- 
ain at their present levels. 

The 13-nation Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
'(OPEC), of which Kuwait is a 
member, slashed its benchmark 
price by $5 to $29 a barrel in 
March 1983 in face of a glutted 
market and lower demand. 


News Agency (INA) last week 
said Arab foreign ministers who 
met in Tunis earlier this month 
have reached a tentative decision 
to hold the summit in Riyadh in 
November. 

Palestinian sources told the 
Jordan Times Sunday that during 
Saturday' s talks, which were att- 
ended by top-level delegations 
from Jordan and the PLO, both 
sides agreed to continue joint eff- 
orts towards holding the summit. 

King Hussein and Mr. Arafai 
also discussed the mounting ten- 
sion in the Gulf following esc- 
alated attacks against shipping in 
the 44-month-old Gulf war and 
stressed the need to find an early • 
solution to end the conflict bet- 
ween warring Iran and Iraq. Petra 
said. 

The King and the PLO cha- 
irman reviewed the results of a 
meeting in Jeddah earlier Sat- 
urday of a seven-nation Islamic 
peace committee which seeks to 
end the Gulf war. Mr. Arafai flew 
to Amman from Jeddah after att- 
ending the meeting and was rep- 
orted to have unveiled a new ini- 


tiative to end the Iran-lraq con- 
flict. 

The Palestinian sources told the 
Jordan Times that King Hussein 
and Mr. Arafai also discussed a 
joint Jordan-PLO campaign on 
the international level to canvass 
support for a conference on the 
Middle East with the participation 
of the five permanent members of 
the United Nations Security Cou- 
ncil and all parties involved in the 
Arab- Israeli conflict. 

Meanwhile, the meetings of the 
PNF which Mr. Arafat opened 
Saturday continued here Sunday. 
During the opening session Mr. 
Arafat was briefed on the PLO's 
financial status by PNF President 
Hanna Nasir. 

Among the major topics under 
discussion at the current meeting 
are shortage of finance for the 
PNF, the current operating con- 
ditions and needs of various Pal- 
estinian welfare institutions, living 
conditions of the inhabitants of 
the Israeli-occupied territories 
and a review «-n w*u...jr ro cha- 
nnel financial support to the fam- 
ilies of PLO dissidents. 


Iraq defends attacks on 
shipping inside war zone 


BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq's For- 
eign Ministry Sunday summoned 
diplomatic heads of the U.N. Sec- 
urity Council states to explain 
Baghdad's stand on attacks on 
ships in the Gulf, the Iraqi News 
Agency (INA) reported. 

INA said the ministry told the 
diplomats the Iraqi attacks were 
military acts made in self defence 
while Iran had attacked neutral 
shipping far from the war zone. 

The Security Council on Friday 
adjourned until Tuesday a mee- 
ting on a complaint by Arab Gulf 
countries of Iranian aggression on 
Gulf shipping. 

Iraq has claimed responsibility 


for attacks on ships in its 
unilaterally-declared war zone in 
the northern part of the waterway, 
but Baghdad and Arab Gulf states 
have accused Iran of striking 
Saudi and Kuwaiti oil tankers out- 
side that area. 

Meanwhile, Turkish Prime Min- 
ister Turgut Ozal flew to Baghdad 
after saying Sunday his country 
was ready to do whatever it could 
to help end the 44-month-old 
Gulf war. 

But officials in Ankara say any 
Turkish attempt to mediate would 
be launched only with the app- 
roval of Iran, which Mr. Ozal vis- 
ited last month.

He said the shooting occurred in 
from of a polling station at the 
village of Nag El-Tawii. near the 
city of Luxor which lies 720 kil- 
ometres south of Cairo. 

’‘Our candidate was taken to 
hospital but she died later.” Mr. 
Barakat said. 

Asked about the reasons for the 
'shooting. Mr. Barakat said: *■ Bad- 
ran shot our candidate in a fit of 
anger and grudge. To begin with, 
his name appears low on the list of 
NDP candidates. Furthermore, 
the Labour Parry list in thar con- 
stituency is strong and stands a 
good chance of victory." 

An Interior Ministry spo- 
kesman confirmed the shooting 
and death but said the ministry 
had no details. 

Mr. Barakat said that imm- 
ediately after the shooting, police 
“closed the polling station and 
sent waiting voters away.” 

He claimed that as of 2 p.m. 
(1100 GMT), three and a half 
hours after the shooting, police 
had not arrested Mr. Badran. 


The incident came two and a 
half hours after polling stations 
opened nationwide in elections for 
a new parliament. 

Opposition parties reported 
other violence in the poll to cho- 
ose a new 448-seat people's ass- 
embly. They said seven people 
were hurt in clashes with sup- 
porters of the ruling National 
Democratic Party (NDP). 

The Wafd Party, the NDFs 
main challenger, said the wife of 
one of its candidates was shot and 
wounded in Shebein El-Kanatar, 
in the Nile delta. 

It was not clear who shot dead 
the candidate near Luxor or why. 
Political analysts could recall 
other cases in Egypt of candidates 
being shot in elections, but never a 
woman. 

Upper Egypt is a place where 
passions run high, feuds are com- 
mon and some people object to 
women taking a role in public life. 

During earlier voting in wor- 
king class Shubra El-Kheima. 
□ear Cairo, Prime Minister Fuad 
Mohieddin predicted a big maj- 
ority for the NDP. led by Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak. 

He said polling was going smo- 
othly. But Wafd leader Fuad Ser- 
ageddin spoke of acts of int- 
imidation and called the election 


“theatre.” 

• Party sources in upper Egypt 
said the candidate killed Sunday 
died with a bullet in her head. She 
was in a car with some supporters. 
They met another car. apparently 
filled with ruling party people. 

Shots were exchanged. Sur- 
viving occupants of both cars were 
arrested after the incident. 

Commentators predicted a 
comfortable election win for the 
ruling party but thought voters 
might return Egypt? s strongest 
opposition for half a century, per- 
haps accounting for up to 100 of 
448 seats. Results are due by Tue- 
sday. 

The revived right-wing Wafd is 
the main threat to the ruling party. 
Formed in 1919, it is now allied 
with the banned Muslim Bro- 
therhood. 

The left-wing Unionist Pro- 
gressive Party and the rightist Lib- 
eral Socialist Party are also con- 
tending along with the ruling 
party, the Wafd and the Socialist 
Labour Party. 

A stronger opposition showing 
would support claims by Mr. 
Mubarak supporters that he aims 
to lead Egypt back to democracy 
after years of curbs on opposition 
activity. 

But it might complicate his task 
as he tackles the basic issue in 
modem Egypt — the aspirations 
of its 47 million for better living 
standards in an economy bur- 
dened by low productivity and a 
soaring birth rate. 


Israel denies Lebanese demand 
to close Beirut ‘liaison office’ 


TEL AVIV (R) — Israel has rec- 
eived no request from the Leb- 
anese government to close an Isr- 
aeli “ liaison office” north of Bei- 
rut. a spokesman for Prime Min- 
ister Yitzhak Shamir said Sat- 
urday. 

Lebanese officials were quoted 
earlier Saturday in Beirut as sav- 
ing Prime Minister Rashid Karami 
had notified Israel on Thursday of 
Lebanon's decision to close the 
Israeli office at Dbaiyeh. on the 
Mediterranean coast. 

"We have not received any such 


request." spokesman Avi Pazner 
told Reuters. 

He declined to say how Israel 
would react if Beirut requested 
the closure of the office, which was 
opened shortly after Israel's June 
1982 invasion and has remained 
open despite Beirut’s abrogation 
of a troop withdrawal agreement 
signed by the two countries last 
May. 

Mr. Pazner also denied Leb- 
anese newspaper reports that the 
United States had offered to med- 
iate, between Israel and Lebanon 


on a withdrawal of Israeli forces 
from South Lebanon. 

Beirut newspapers quoted Mr. 
Karami as saying the U.S. amb- 
assador in Beirut said Washington 
would mediate if requested to do 
so by both Lebanon and Israel, 
i “We have heard nothing about 

it,” Mr. Pazner said. “But we 
would be surprised if there should 
be any U.S. initiative.” 

Mr. Pazner said Israeli policy 
was that all contacts between Isr- 
ael and Lebanon should be direct. 


Jewish terrorists to face ‘political trial’ 


TEL AVIV ( AP) - Defence law- 
yers for the 27 Israelis accused of 
involvement in a Jewish tenor 
underground are planning to call 
ministers and top army officers as 
witnesses and to turn the case into 
a "political trial.” the daily Yediot 
Aharonot reported on Sunday. 

L he 27. most of whom are set- 
tlers in the occupied West Bank 
and Golan Heights, are accused of 
involvement in a series of attacks 
on West Bank Palestinians, inc- 
luding the car-bombing of two 
West Bank mayors in June 1980 
and the attack on the Hebron Isl- 
amic College last July in which 
three students were killed. 


The charges filed against the 27 
include premeditated murder, att- 
empted murder, and membership 
in a terrorist organisation. 

But it said the defence lawyers 
will try to turn the bearing into a 
“political trial” by proving that 
the Israeli government and West 
Bank civil administration were 
negligent in defending the Israelis 
living in West Bank settlements 
against attacks by Palestinians, 
and that the defendants were the- 
refore left with no choice but to act 
in their own defence. 

The paper said witnesses called 
by the defence might include for- 
mer Defence Ministers Ezer Wei- 


zman and Ariel Sharon. 

Jewish settlement leaders, and 
also some of the accused, have 
been quoted in media reports as 
saying that Mr. Weizman allowed 
radical Palestinian leaders to gain 
influence in the West Bank. 

The car-bombing which cri- 
ppled Nablus Mayor Bassam 
Shaka* a and Ramallah Mayor 
Karim Khalaf followed the mur- 
der in May 1980 of six Jewish set- 
tlers returning home from Friday 
evening prayers in Hebron, and 
the attack on the Hebron Islamic 
College came three weeks after 
the murder of a Jewish student in 
the centre of the town. 


Britain 
deports 
suspected 
guerrilla squad 

LONDON (R). — A suspected 
guerrilla squad comprising an Ira- 
nian, two Algerians and a Mor- 
occan have been deported from 
'Britain, the home office said Sun- 
day. 

Official sources said they were 
believed to be supporters of Ira- 
nian leader Ayatollah Ruhollab 
Khomeini and a report in the Sun- 
day Times newspaper said they 
were thought to have been plo- 
tting to murder anti-Khomeini 
activists. 

- A spokesman for the Home off- 
ice (Interior Ministry) said Ali 
Ghorbani Far, an Iranian, and 
Addel Majid Chraibi, a Moroccan 
with refugee status in France, 
were deported to France on May 
17. The two Algerians, Abdel 
Fiad Djaffar and Hafid Regardj, 
were sent home the following day. 


Mubarak meets 
Thai minister 

CAIRO (R) — Egyptian Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak Sunday 
discussed developments in sou- 
theast Asia, the Gulf and the Mid- 
dle East with Thai Foreign Min- 
ister Siddhi Savetsila. 

Mr. Siddhi told reporters his 
country supported Egypt's efforts 
to end the 44-month-old Iran- 
Iraq war. 

The Thai minister, on an official 
four-day visit to Egypt, had sim- 
ilar talks with Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hassan Ali Sat- 
urday. 


Moi voices 
concern over 
Islamic sharia 
law in Sudan 

NAIROBI (R) — Kenyan Pre- 
sident Daniel arap Moi said Sat- 
urday he was concerned that the . 
imposition of Islamic sharia law in 
Sudan would ruin that country’s 
unity and cause refugee problems 
for its neighbours.* 

Mr. Moi was quoted by the off- 
icial Kenyan News Agency 
(KNA) as telling local officials at 
Nakuru, 160 kilometres north of 
Nairobi, that the problem of Sud- 
anese refugees was like difficulties 
Kenya experienced when tho- 
usands of Ugandans fled their 
homeland after dictator Idi Amin 
seized power in 1971. 


Turkey says 
Greek plane 
violates its 
air space 

ANKARA (R) — Turkey said 
Sunday an unspecified Greek 
plane bad violated its airspace 
near the Aegean port of Kusadasi, 
calling the incident deliberate and 
dangerous. 

A Foreign Ministry statement 
said the plane entered Turkish air- 
space Saturday and declared the 
action could not have been an 



High insurance will not stop 
Gulf oil flow, Yamani says 


GENEVA (R) — Saudi Oil Min- 
ister Ahmed Zaki Yamani said 
Saturday night that large increases 
in maritime insurance premiums 
for the Gulf would affect oil prices * 
but not result in a cut-off of Gulf 
oil supplies. 

That would happen only if 
Lloyd's, the London insurance 
market, cancelled cover alt- 
ogether foe the region, he stud in 
an interview on Swiss Television. 

Saturday Lloyd’s more than 
doubled the cost of war risk pre- 
miums for ships sailing to the Ira- 
nian port of Bandar Bushire and 
to Iran’s main oil terminal at 
Kharg Island. It was the third and 
biggest increase in a month by 
Lloyd* s underwriters. 

The rises follow stepped-up att- 
acks on tankers and other vessels 
by Iraq and Iran, at war for nearly 
four years. 

Mr. Yamani said he still feared 
Lloyd's would eventually refuse 
cover for Gulf shipping. “If 
Lloyds cancels its contracts then 
the Gulf traffic, the navigation, 
will stop” be said. 

Asked if big premium increases 
would not have the same effect, 
the minister replied: “This will 
affect the price of Gulf oil. but not 


actually cut off its supply.” 

Saturday Mr. Yamani told U.S. 
businessmen in Geneva he feared 
that Lloyd’s, by cancelling ins- 
urance, would achieve what Iran 
had failed to do and effectively 
dose the Gulf to shipping. 

However. Lloyd's * which ins- 
ures the bulk of" world shipping, 
called a London news conference 
,to say it was unthinkable they 
would refuse cover for vessels wil- 
ling to risk a gulf voyage. 

Mr. Yamani said Saturday night 
he hoped Lloyd’s would continue 
tO| provide insurance, even at very 
high premiums. 

Asked what he thought of Fri- 
day’s premium increase. Mr. 
Yamani said: “It’s not the first 
time they have done it. In the past 
few weeks the premiums have 
been raised several times." 

The Saudi minister shrugged off 
intelligence repons from Was- 
hington that Iran may be planning 
to attack Gulf tankers and Saudi 
oilfields with Kamikaze-style sui- 
cide planes. 

“We read all kinds of rumours 
but ther is no reality in them as 
long as we don’t see them. 1 hope 
we don't see them.” he said. 


U.S. considering 
airborne tankers 
for Saudi Arabia 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The United States is considering 
supplying afrbome tankers to 
Saudi Arabia which could use 
them to refuel fighters in raid-air 
and help protect ships from Ira- 
nian attacks, the Washington Post 
said Sunday. 

The Post said the Boeing 
KC-I35 tankers, which could ref- 
uel Saudi Arabia’s F-I5 fighters, 
were considered of greater mil- 
itary importance than ground- 
to-air Stinger missiles that the 
Reagan administration is con- 
sidering selling to die Saudis. 

The newspaper reported that 
the Pentagon expert on the Mid- 
dle East, Major-General Edward 
Tixier. had already flown to Saudi 
Arabia to implement any dec- 
isions on providing backing for the 
Saudi Air Force. 

The Post said the KC-135s 
would be particularly useful if 
Saudi Arabia went ahead with a 
plan which the paper said was 
under consideration to proclaim a 
“safety zone" near the Saudi coast 
in the Gulf where all oil tankers 
would be under Saudi military 
protection. 

Pentagon officials refused 
comment on the Post report. 

But the Pentagon spokesman 
confirmed that a 15-rnan U.S. mil- 
itary mission had been sent to ano- 
ther Gulf state, Kuwait, to study 
its military needs. 

The official said this visit was 
partly in response to a recent 
Washington visit by Kuwait’s 
Defence Minister. Sheikh Salim 
Al-Sabah. 

Congress opposes 
Stinger sales 

The U.S. administration is close 
to a decision to send 200 Stinger 
anti-aircraft missiles to Saudi. 
Arabia, but is facing pressure froiu 
Congress to lease them rather 
than sell them outright, con- 
gressional and administration sou- 
rces said Saturday. 

The missiles are to help Saudi 
Arabia in bolstering its defences in 
the face of the escalating Iran-Iraq 
war which has led to attacks on 
Gulf shipping. 

The administration favours a 
sale because it would Jiave “sym- 
bolic impact” as a’show of support 


for the Saudis. A leasing arr- 
angement would not have the 
same impact. 

“They want to show the Saudis 
they will stand by them in an eme- 

.rgency,” said" the congressional 
sources, who insisted on ano- 
nymity. 

He also said that because of 
congressional misgivings, the 
administration probably will 
“hold off’ on trying to get app : 
roval to send an additional 1.000 
missiles to the Saudis. He said the 
law makers are not convinced 
Saudi Arabia needs that many and 
they would not be available for 
two or more years anyway, said 
the congressional source. 

Moreover, he said the Saudis 
are certain to be turned down on a 
recently renewed request for 
bomb racks for the 62 F-15 fig- 
hters they had acquired earlier, 
from the United States. Israel 
adamantly opposes the Saudis 
acquiring bomb racks for the sop- 
histicated jets and the adm- 
inistration probably won't bother 
even asking Congress. 

The only thing holding up a final 
decision to send the 200 missiles is 
a determination on the mechanics 
of the transaction, said the sou- 
rces. who insisted on anonymity. 
The congressional source said the 
decision, first expected Friday,, 
probably will be made by Tue- 
sday. 

The administration “will go 
ahead with it one way or the 
other" he said. “But the White 
House is being told it will probably 
find maximum support in Con- 
gress if they arc leased.” 

President Ronald Reagan could 
send the missiles without con- 
gressional approval by exercising 
his presidential emergency pow- 
ers. 

One reason some members of 
Congress favour leasing, said the 
•official, is to maintain better con- 
trol by Washington of the wea- 
pons. The administration had ear- 
lier proposed selling 1,200 Sti- 
ngers to Saudi Arabia, but wit- 
hdrew the offer after concluding it 
couldn’t get the deal through 
Congress. 

But the congressional source 
said there is a consensus that "200 
^Stingers) could be useful in an 
emergency - situation.” 


Sudanese rebels may release 
West German captives soon 


BONN (AP) — Sudanese rebels 
have held two West German civ- 
ilians captive for five days but said 
they will release them soon, the 
Bonn Ministry for Economic 
Co-operation said Sunday. 

Klaus Frahm. 45, and Horst 
Peters, 27. were abducted last 
Wednesday in South Sudan, 
where they work for the Deu- 
tscher Entwicklungsdienst. a vol- 
unteer organisation similar to the 
peace corps, said ministry spo- 
kesman Manfred Oblaender. 

Sixty-two Sudanese soldiers 
were reportedly kidnapped at the 


same time, but Mr. Oblaender 
said he could not confirm those 
reports. 

Mr. Frahm and Mr. Peters were 
driving from their organisation's 
regional office in Yuba to the 
small village of Wau, some 500 
kilometres away when Sudanese 
guerrillas abducted them. Mr. 
Oblaender told the Associated 
Press by telephone. 

He said West German embassy 
officials in Khartoum had since 
heard radio reports that the rebels 
planned to release the West Ger- 
mans soon.

“I can say that all the students 
from the university have con- 
tributed in making this project a 
success, she said.

The capacity of the centre will 
be the same as the Hay Nazzal 
centre which can presently acc- 
ommodate about 300 children a 
day. 

“We will ask for the help of stu- 
dents from various disciplines in 
the university to play a role in the 
centre's activities while some med- 
ical doctors will, it is hoped, vol- 
unteer to work in the clinic once or 
twice a week”. Dr. Nasir said. 

“We will also uy to persuade 
the University of Jordan to have a 
medical community research cen- 
tre where doctors from the uni- 
versity will be able to operate dt 
the clinic,” Dr. Nasir concluded.

Beyond the Gulf 
stalemate 


AS expected — and promised — Iraq is pressing ahead with 
tightening its siege of Kharg Island, Iran's major outlet for 
exporting oil, and the blockade is proving effective, according 
to experts and observers: Iran's oil exports have been cut by 
half, to a million barrels per day, in the past few weeks. 

This, coupled with the possibility that Iranian threats and 
attacks against Saudi Arabian and Kuwaiti oil shipping lanes 
might well lead to direct hostilities between Iran and all the 
Arab Gulf countries, leaves Tehran with a very limited option 
of pursuing the war. But it will be a desperate attempt on the 
part of the Iranians to take the Gulf conflict to its bitter end. 

Western intelligence reports suggest that Ayatollah Kho- 
meini's regime is preparing to launch its long-expected attack 
against Iraq’s southern front at the beginning of Ramadan, in 
effect sometime this week. If and when this attack comes, it will 
be a continuation of the old Iranian drive to defeat Iraq, but not 
necessarily a part of the envisaged desperate operation to die 
and let die that the Iranian rulers seem prepared to undertake 
when their oil lifeline is cut off. That part will come when the 
Ramadan offensive against the Basra sector fails and Iraq and 
the rest of the Arab Gulf countries enforce a strong and firm 
stand -against Khomeini's ambitions and designs. 

With Iraq maintaining this pressure on Iran, the Gulf might 
indeed suffer more instability, and Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and 
the other Arabs in the area might have to endure and face 
threats and actual attacks by Tehran. But the whole area will 
go up in Dames if the Khomeini regime is allowed to continue 
his mad war against Iraq. 

In other words, it is a thousand times better for the Gulf 
Co-operation Council <GCC) countries to expect and fight 
scattered Iranian attacks than to have a situation where Teh- 
ran can gain the upper hand in the war, thus endangering the 
very fabric of the Gulf region as a whole. 

Saudi Arabia and its sister countries in the GCC must look 
beyond the dangerous stalemate of the past few years in the 
Gulf; and if it takes a risk of transitional instability to remove, 
once and for all, the Khomeini threat against their very identity 
and well-being, they must take ii.

Al Ra'i: Egypt’s promising election 

NEARLY 13 million Egyptians go to the polls Sunday to elect 
deputies for the country's parliament, which for the first time m 30 
years will include political parties. That is why wc consider the 
election in Egypt this time an important event as it presents a dem- 
ocratic pattern and reflects the orientation and true thinking of the 
wide public sector. 

Perhaps this type of eleciion in the most populated Arab country 
would open t ho way for similar parliamentary elections in other Arab 
countries. This could come about since links between Arab countries 
and Egypt have been maintained despite Egypt's peace treatv with 
Israel, and a success of parliamentary elections based on multi-party 
orientation would encourage other Arab states to follow a similar 
pattern. 

The most significant thing about the Egyptian election is the hea- 
ted campaign which preceded the election day. Newspapers carried 
bitter criticism of public life and government practices and radio and 
television broadcast speeches by representatives of various panics. 

Strict orders have been issued by the government to ensure free 
voting, and journalists have been given the opportunity to cover any 
event or incident that might occur, and Arab and foreign observers 
have been allowed to watch the situation. 

Al Dastour : A good example 

W ITH THE holdingot free elections in Egypt Sunday, the country is 
entering a new phase of democratic practice. Political parties are 
allowed to declare their platforms freely to the public, employing all 
types of information and mass media. The campaigns which preceded 
the elections indicated that the voters will cast their votes in a free 
way to chi>osc w hoever they find fit to rule. 

A return to democracy has been found to bo the best way for 
tackling Egy pt s various problems following 30 years of one-pariv 
rule. The elections in Egypt will hate a deep repercussion on other 
Arab states in the region and impact on future Arab developments in 
the political and social spheres. Other Arab states might follow suit 
and allow political parties to emerge and be represented in par- 
liament. 

We look to the new democratic rule in Egypt with respect and 
appreciation, and we hope that democracy in the largest Arab cou- 
ntry will pave the wav for similar practice of freedoms in other parts 
of the Arab World. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Israel manipulates situation 

ISRAEL IS escalating Us drive to build settlements in the occupied 
Arab lands nowadays as the wold's eyes are turned the other way 
towards the Arabian Gulf, where raids on oil tankers have attracted 
world public opinion. The Israelis are in a hurry to build as many 
settlements as possible on Arab territory to make it almost imp- 
ossible for future negotiations to ensure the return of Arab land to its 
owners. 

The creation of new situations in the occupied regions has been a 
matter of concern for King Hussein who recently warned against its 
grave danger in a statement to the French daily Lc Figaro. The King 
sm’d that an international conference to discuss the Middle East 
question in general and the Palestine problem in particular is ess- 
ential if the world wants to avoid another outbreak of a devastating 
war in the region. Such an international conference should provide a 
more reasonable solution to the Palestine problem than all partial 
settlements tried in the past. 

Solving the Palestine problem would undoubtedly lead to the 
solution of the crisis in Lebanon and probably to an end of the Gulf 
war. 


Egypt holds first multi-party election in 30 years

CAIRO — Egyptians began vot- 
ing Sunday in general elections for 
a new 448-seat people's assembly 
with Interior Minister Hassan 
Abu Basha pledging as he cast his 
vote that the ballot would be fre- 
ely conducted. 

Commentators predict an easy 
win for the ruling National Dem- 
ocratic Party of President Mub- 
arak. in power since the 1981 kil- 
ling of Anwar Sadat by Muslim 
extremists. 

But the government has rep- 
eatedly stressed there will be none 
of the police interference and 
ballot-rigging which four opp- 


osition parties say marked ele- 
ctions under Mr. Sadat. 

Some commentators think 
Egypt will, as a result, have its str- 
ongest parliamentary opposition 
for half a century, perhaps acc- 
ounting for 100 of the 448 seats. 

The main challenger to the rul- 
ing party islhe right-wing and nat- 
ionalist Wafd; originally founded 
in 1919 and now revived and all- 
ied with the Muslim Brotherhood. 

Wafd Secretary-General 
No man Goma alleged Sunday that 
“hooligans” were intimidating 
Wafdist voters in three polling sta- 
tions at Heliopolis, greater Cairo. 

But the interor minister told 
Reuters: “All the guarantees for 
free elections are there. I do hope 


the campaign will end as pea- 
cefully as it started.” 

The Interior Ministry reported 
quiet polling with a low initial tur- 
nout among 13 million registered 
voters out of the country* s 47 mil- 
lion population. Apathy marked 
past Egyptian elections and Mr. 
Mubarak made a special appeal 
Saturday night for voters to go to 
the polls. 

Results are due by Tuesday in 
an election fought mainly on 
bread-and-butter issues and can- 
didates' personalities. 

A stronger. more vocal opp- 
osition may complicate Mr. Mub- 
arak's future task he struggles with 
basic problems of low living sta- 
ndards, low worker output and 


urban overcrowding and decay. 

But the election would only aff- 
ect his presidency if. which is unl- 
ikely, opponents got more than a 
third of parliamentary seats. His 
term ends in 1987, when he needs 
a two-thirds endorsement by the 
People’s Assembly to run again. 

The leftist Unionist Progressive 
Party, the centrist Socialist Lab- 
our Party and the rightist Liberal 
Socialist Party are also contesting 
the poll under a complex system of 
proportional representation 
which the opposition says is wei- 
ghted against it. 

A party may not claim any seats 
unless it gets eight per cent of the 
national vote. Voters choose from 
party lists in each of the 48 con- 


stituencies. 

Reuters correspondent Ahmed 
Shawki reported from Ale- 
xandria, the Mediterranean port 
city with a population of two mil- 
lion. that polling turned brisk after 
a slow stan. 

Defying a ban on election day 
processions, supporters of all five 
parties toured streets urging peo- 
ple to vote. 

Alexandria's Deputy Security 
Chief, Lieutenant-General Ismail 
Hatata. told Reuters: “The turn 
out is high, and we expect a big- 
majority of Alexandria's 460.000 
voters to elect their parliamentary’ 
represe ntati ves.' ’ 

Opposition campaign officials 
there said the ballot seemed free 


of police interference. The Wafcf s 
Ali Abdul Maguid said: “1 have 
never seen such clean voting as I 
have been in the past two hours.” 

But the Wafdist leader. Fouad 
Serageddin, 75, said at his Cairo 
campaign headquarters: “1 rec- 
eived many reports and the news is 
bad. There is no neutrality and I 
expect things will get worse in the 
afternoon.” 

In Cairo, the leftist Unionist 
Progressives appealed to the 
memory of the late Gamal Abdul 
Nasser in the bid for votes. It han- 
ded out leaflets of a montage sho- 
wing a file photograph of Nasser 
putting a ballot paper in a box. 
The ballot paper bore the UPPs 
name. 



Washington seeks low-key summit 
with focus on ‘economic growth’

WASHINGTON — If the United 
States could write the script, next 
month's London summit of the 
seven top industrial capitalist cou- 
ntries would focus on the rel- 
atively good economic news of the 
past year and avoid controversy. 

“This is a dull summit. The most 
controversial issues from previous 
summits are largely ironed out.” 
said a White House official,. 

But the global debt crisis arid 
higher U.S. interest rates seem 
certain to figure prominently in 
the annual talks from June 7 to y 
between government chiefs of the 
United States. Britain. France. 
Canada. Italy. Japan and West 
Germany. 

With President Reagan seeking 
a second term this year. White 
House strategists hope the summit 
will produce little more than tel- 
evision film of convivial exchanges 
between him and other leaders. 

U.S. officials believe disputes 
can be kept to a minimum and say 
the first priority is maintaining and 
expanding the economic recovery 
in most of the summit countries. 

But they expect the United Sta- 
tes to draw fire over the issues of 
international debt and rising U.S. 
interest rates after last week’s 
Paris meeting of Western finance 
ministers. 

"I do not think anyone is going 
io be singled out for harsh words 
exccpi the United Slates because 
of the budget deficits and interest 
rates, a U.S. summit planner told 


Reuters. 

The rise in short-term U.S. int- 
erest rates, which have been cre- 
eping up most of this year, has 
helped revive fears that some deb- 
tor countries may be forced into 
default. 

U.S. Federal Reserve Board 
member Anthony Solomon est- 
imates that each extra point in int- 
erest rates raises Third World debt 
by $3.5 to $4 billion. On that 
basis, the recent 1 .5 per cent rise 
in U.S. rates has guided $6 billion. 

“We will have to talk about int- 
ernational debt and flie plight of 
the LDCS (less-devclojwd cou- 
ntries).*' Treasury Secretary Don- 
ald Regan said in a recent new- 
spaper intervfew. 

"The whole idea is to continue 
the economic recovery' and spread 
us benefits, so there will be a lot of 
concern about the status of the 
debtor countries.'' another official 
said. 

But (he United Slates will resist 
any effort to establish a new. more 
generalised, procedure for han- 
dling the debt crisis. 

Mr. Regan and other U.S. off- 
icials are cool to suggestions for a 
“cap" or limit on interest rales 
debtor nations must pay. They are 
also wary of periodic suggestions 
for a conference to revamp the 
world monetary system. 

“Wc do not think these ‘new 
approaches' can provide a uni- 
versal solution to the debt pro- 
blems. and continue to believe 
that the current debt strategy pro- 
vides the right framework for add-, 
rcssing Jebi problems.” Mr. 


Regan said in Paris. 

The United States might accept 
a summit decision in favour of a 
formal study of the debt problem. 
Officials do not expect the summit 
partners to demand much more 
than that. 

Fears about growing pro- 
tectionist sentiment in the United 
States could also figure pro- 
minently. 

U.S. trading partners fear 
election-year pressures may force 
Washington to respond fav- 
ourably to U.S. companies, which' 
have filed formal petitions for rel- 
ief from foreign competition. 

But the Reagan administration, 
theoretically committed to free 
trade, is likely to welcome a sum- 
mit re-statement of anti- 
protcciionisi pledges to help it res- 
ist Lhe clamour. 

In return. Mr. Reagan will rem- 
ind his colleagues of the U.S. des- 
ire for a new round of trade talks 
to expand coverage of int- 
ernational trade rules in the ser- 
vice and financial areas. 

Unlike previous summits. Japan 
will probably not be singled out 
for leettires on what its partners 
see as an anti-import policy. U.S. 
officials say there is now a general 
feeling that Tokyo is genuinely, if 
grudgingly, trying to open its mar- 
kets. 

Moreover, rhe Reagan adm- 
inistration believes progress is 
being made in its bilateral talks 
with Japan on restoring a sounder 
relationship between the dollar 
and the yen. 

On the political side, (he United 


States has relatively modest exp- 
ectations of the London summit. 

The administration would like a 
statement re-affirming U.S. allies' 
resolve to maintain a strong def- 
ence, while urging Moscow back 
to the nuclear arms bargaining 
table. In the U.S. view, any such 
statement should stress that the 
onus for the current, impasse rests 
on Moscow. 

“We would really like such a 
statement. We think the British 
would too, an official said. But he 
stressed it is not certain any joint 
political statement will be issued. 

The United States would also 
like a declaration of joint resolve 
to combat “terrorism.” but rates 
chances at only 50-50. 

One official said France disliked 
making political statements at 
what are supposed to be economic 
conclaves. 

If forced to settle for only one 
political pronouncement, the 
administration will opt for arms 
control, he said. 

Canadian Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau, who will be making his 
last appearance on the world stage 
before retiring next month, told a 
recent meeting he would stress the 
importance of economic int- 
erdependence at the London 
talks. 

“Too often, these meetings 
have been pre-occupied only with 
yesterday’s oil price or today's 
exchange rate.” Mr. Trudeau said, 
adding that all governments sho- 
uld recognise the international 
impact of their domestic economic 
policies. 


Reagan to visit mother Ireland

DUBLIN — President Reagan 
comes to Ireland next week on a 
sentimental journey to the liny vil- 
lage where his ancestors lived until 
famine drove them abroad. 

The visit, only the third to Ire- 
land by a U.S. president in office, 
is the first leg of a tour that will 
also take Mr. Reagan to the bea- 
ches of Normandy to com- 
memorate the D- Day World War 
II landing and to London for a 
seven-nation economic summit. 

A great majority ot Irish people 
will welcome him as one of their 
own. but opposition is growing 
from a minority who see the 
four-day visit, which begins on 
June 1. as a blatant pitch for the 
Catholic and Irish- American vote 
in his re-election bid next Nov- 
ember. 

Many church, youth and dis- 
armament groups arc also strongly 
opposed to U.S. actions in Central 
America, where Irish missionaries 
are active, and to Mr. Reagan’s 
nuclear policies. 

Protesters plan a march on par- 
liament when it is addressed by 
Mr. Reagan, a human chain aro- 
und Dublin castle during a state 
banquet in his honour, and a cer- 
emonial burning of degrees when 
he receives an honorary' doctorate 
from University College. Galway. 

The Irish government, which 
has expressed concern over U.S. 


policy in Central America, has 
urged the nation to give Mr. Rea- 
gan a traditionally warm welcome. 

It has refrained from any official 
ban on demonstrations but openly 
voiced anxiety that protesters 
might resort to violence. 

Mr. Reagan himself has asc- 
ribed any demonstrations against 
him to “Irish hospitality.” 

Asked about possible protests 
against his visit. Mr. Reagan told a 
Washington press conference this 
week: “They know l have not 
been any place in years where 
there has not been a dem- 
onstration and they didn't want 
me to feci as if 1 ara not at home." 

But the authorities are taking 
no chances. They cancelled all pol- 
ice leave and will have more than 
1 .000 men on duty al all the main 
sites to be visited by the president, 
who will travel by helicopter thr- 
oughout. 

Leading industrialists have 
warned that protests could affect 
American investment in Ireland, 
which provides one in 10 ind- 
ustrial jobs at a lime when over 1 6 
per cent of the labour force is out 
of work. 

The high point .of the pre- 
sidential visit is expected to be a 
trip to Ballyporeen, the tiny vil- 
lage in County Tipperary where 
the binh of the president's great- 
great-grandfather, Thomas 
O' Regan, in 1839 is recorded. 

Thomas O’ Regan went to Eng- 


land during the potato famine that 
decimated the Irish population in 
the nineteenth century and finally 
moved to the United States in 
1X5X. 

The 300 inhabitants of Bal- 
lyporeen arc promising a rousing 
welcome to their most famous son. 
They are also counting on cashing 
in on him by selling souvenir tee- 
shirts. posters and even packets of 
Mr. Reagan homestead mud to 
all-comers. 

The village wilt be totally sealed 
off during the president's two- 
hour visit. All bars will be shut 
apart from the recently renamed 
“Ronald Reagan lounge,'* where 
the proprietors hope he will stop 
for refreshment. 

Some critics hove remarked that 
President Reagan appears to have 
discovered his link with Bal- 
lyporeen only after his election in 
iy80. when it was drawn to his 
attention by a leading British gen- 
eolngicai organisation. 

Inevitable comparisons have 
been made with former President 
John Kennedy, another Irish- 
American who First visited his 
ancestral home in Dunganstown. 
County Wcslord, us a young con- 
gressman in 1947. 

He made a triumphal return as 
president in 1963, only five 
months before he was ass- 
assinated. The other U.S. pre- 
sident to visit Ireland was Richard 
Nixon in 1970: 


Mr. Reagan is also due to visit 
Galway, which is celebrating its 
500th anniversary, and he will 
receive an honorary doctorate 
from the city's University College, 
part of the National University of 
Ireland. 

While in the western part ofthe 
country, Mr. Reagan will stay at 
Ashford Castle in Cong. County 
Mayo, the burial site of the last 
high King of Ireland. Rory 
O’ Connor. It is now a luxury hotel 
owned by Irish-Amcrican mil- 
lionaire John Mulcahy. 

In Dublin. Mr. Reagan will 
make a major address to the joint 
houses of parliament. U.S. off- 
icials say it will be directed not just 
at the Irish people but to Europe 
generally. 

No major political talks arc sch- 
eduled. But the recent report of 
the All-Ireland Forum, promoted 
by Irish Prime Minister Garret 
Fitzgerald to tackle the problem of 
ending 15 years of violence in 
Northern Ireland, is likely to be 
raised. 

• Mr. Fitzgerald, on a U.S. visit In 
March, briefed Mr. Reagan on the 
forum, which proposed Irish re- 
unification as the best solution. 

While opposition leader Cha- 
rles Haughoy has urged Mr. Rea- 
gan to call for Irish unity, the pre- 
sident is likely to reiterate the U.S. 
view that the Northern Ireland 
question is one for those countries 
directly involved. 


How U.S. fills 'power 


vacuum’ in

KINGSTON — The U.S. recently 
gave three new 32-ton deep water 
coastguard boats to the gov- 
ernments of the Eastern Car- 
ibbean islands of Antigua. Dom- 
inica and St. Lucia. A year ago. 
such gifts would have passed unn- 
oticed; now they are seen as an 
.integral part of the growing mil- 
itarisation of the region since the 
U.S. invasion of Grenada last 
October. 

The gift of the boats follows the 
start of intensive U.S. army and 
police training sessions for local 
officers on five islands — Antigua. 
Dominica, St. Vincent, St. Lucia 
and Barbados. In the case of isl- 
ands like Dominica an army is 
being created from scratch. 

A regional army is also being 
formed, spearheaded by Bar- 
bados, to act as a strike force aga- 
inst any threats in the nei- 
ghbouring islands. Eastern Car- 
ibbean government officials say 
that the object of efforts to arm 
the islands and create the “mul- 
tinational army” is to prevent 
“another Grenada.” 

The presence of the military and 
police training teams, and the del- 
ivery of the coastguard boats, equ- 
ipped with 50 mm guns, is also 
reinforcing the political and mil- 
itary presence of the U.S. in an 
area which Washington has con- 
sistently regarded as being of str- 
ategic interest. 

U.S. influence has grown sig- 
nificantly since the Grenada inv- 
asion, but was increasing over the 
past few years as several of the 
Caribbean islands obtained pol- 
itical independence from Britain. 

Now, with a diplomatic setback 
to Cuba following the overthrow 
of the Bishop government in Gre- 
nada. the U.S. is happily exp- 
anding its presence. A strong mil- 
itary presence and influence on 
the Eastern rim of the Caribbean 
will reinforce its existing facilities 
at Guantanamo Bay. Cuba (held 
under lease), and in Puerto Rico 
to the North. 

The U.S. military training teams 
in the Caribbean islands have con- 
centrated their early efforts on 
upgrading the skills of the 450- 
member Caribbean force which 
has been on duty in Grenada since 
the invasion. 

They have been receiving the 


Caribbean 

same lessons in weapons handling 
and military procedures as are 
being taught to recruits who will 
form the nucleus of the new nat- 
ional armies. 

Washington has made available 
an increase in funds for the mil- 
itary assistance. Two years ago 
just over $1 million was allocated 
by Washington, but this year, 
about $20 million has been ear- 
marked for military assistance in 
the Eastern Caribbean. 

The governments of some isl- 
ands are welcoming the help. 
While there is little to support 
their concerns about the eme- 
rgence of “another Grenada”, 
several have been subject to a host 
of plots and attempted coups. 

Three years ago the Dominican 
government survived an uprising, 
and in 1979. Barbados sent troops 
to put down a rebellion on one of 
the islets adrainissred by St. Vin- 
cent. Fears of more events of this 
kind have given rise to the plans 
for the creation of a policing force 
for the region. 

The force will be based on a 
defence pact agreed in 1982 by 
Barbados. Dominica. St. Lucia. 
Antigua and St. Vincent, which 
allowed any of these countries to 
send troops in the case of a mil- 
itary crisis in another. 

Under the defence pact, how- 
ever, there was no standing army. 
The idea of one has been pro- 
moted by Mr. Tom Adams, prime 
minister of Barbados. He claimed 
it would provide protection aga- 
inst internal adventure, external 
aggression, domestic revolution 
and other forms of violence. 

“ Vfy feeling is that one regional 
army, rather than a numberof nat- 
ional armies, would give us add- 
itional safeguards, namely the 
protection of small governments 
against their own armed forces," 
Mr. Adams explained. 

The regional force wifi have its 
headquarters in Barbados, and 
will have a command structure 
made up of officers from (he dif- 
ferent countries, but who are not 
involved in their national armies. 
This, it appears, will give the force 
the flexibility to move against 
army officers seeking to ove- 
rthrow any of the Eastern Car- 
ibbean governments.

An organisational problem 

To the Editor: 

ACCORDING TO information received by Jordan Television a 
discussion on accountancy in Jordan was held, in which the tec- 
hnical standard of those working in the profession was criticised. 

Being a management consultant. 1 have worked in this field 
here for several years, and I am confident that the average sta- 
ndard of accountants in Jordan is extremely high. There is abs- 
olutely no reason to criticise these people doing their daily job. 
efficiently. 

The problem appears to me to be different; One accountant 
studied in a Jordanian university, another in Egypt. Lebanon, the 
USSR or Uie USA etc. The auditors might have studied in still 
another country, and hence the poor accountant is required to 
follow his system. Although for 400 years the principle of double 
entry: “Credit / Debit" is applied in the same way. every country 
has some slight differences in compiling the figures. So the que- 
stion is. do the auditors have the right to consider their education 
to be superior to tbc education, training and practical experience 
of the accountants practising the job? Criticising tbc accountancy 
principles applied, only originates, according to my own exp- 
erience. in the auditors' inflexible approach? 

If really so many balance sheets, as obviously hus been argued, 
are worked out wrongly and inadequately, it would be the duty of 
the auditors to make the necessary corrections and train the staff, 
advising the management in the correct handling of such matters. 
However, this would bear the risk for them to be thrown out of the 
job. 

The solution to the problem is very easy, using a practical 
approach: 

The Audit Bureau of the prime minister’s office could translate 
the German law for public companies (Akticngescia) into Arabic. 
This law contains on few pages all that is needed, and has proved 
to be extremely efficient during many years, ft sets forth the 
minimum requirements to work out a profit and loss account, the 
structure of a balance sheet etc. Few additional paragraphs added 
by the Jordanian government would do. to end all disqualifying 
discussions and avoidable misunderstandings. This law should be 
made binding for all participants in the economic process, min- 
istries. government entities and companies. 

The “Green Pencils" should be the only ones authorised to 
licence auditors and chartered accountants and to withdraw their 
licence, if the regulation* set forth arc not correctly applied. 

I would bet that the accountants would prove to he able as 
stated by me. above.

“ How to spend spare time isone 
of the biggest problems of our 
youth." Mr. Fahed explained. 
“There are not many places for 
(hem to go". 

So far both children and adults 
have responded with enthusiasm 
• to the government's investment in 
their happiness. 

Since it opened on March 12 
over 250.000 people — about 
one -seventh of Kuwait's pop- 
ulation — have visited the park, 
60 to 70 per cent of them native 
Kuwaitis. 

State-owned Touristic Ent- 
erprises. which runs the project, 
aims only at breaking even, cha- 
rging the equivalent of about 
$1.60 for entrance and 0.80 dol- 
lars for most rides. 

It is already thinking of making 
Entertainment City into a Middle 
Eastern tourist spot and of exp- 
anding the park, which currently 
has a capacity of 1 2.000 people at 
a lime. 

Mr. Fahed said talks had begun 
with Gulf Air. Kuwait Airlines 
and Saudia, as well as with some of 
Kuwait's hotels, on the possibility 
of introducing package holidays 
forotherGulf residents wanting to 
visit the park. 

"I think it could become a Mid- 


The 19th century-style hotel 
has not yet opened and the general 
store sells only stuffed animal 
toys. But the equivalent of $030 
buys 15 trys at a Wfld West sho- 
oting gallery where a hit makes an 
owl hoot, lamps flicker and a 
dummy pianist bang out a song. 

A European auto tour takes the 
visitor past replicas of the Eiffel 
Tower, London's Big Ben and the 
leaning tower of Pisa, vyhile a jun- 
gle boat ride conjures up images of 
Africa. 

The future world, with rides 
such as the “moon orb iter" and 
“atom smasher”, also houses in a 
geodesk; dome Kuwait’s only legal 
publicly-displayed electronic 
games, with names like “astro bla- 
ster” and “money money.” 

In the Arab World, electric 
boats take visitors through the 
realm of Sindbad the Sailor, where 
a genie emerges yawning from a 
lamp, turb armed little men puff at 
giant hookah pipes and strange 
birds poke their heads out of 
barrel-size eggs. 

Water is everywhere thr- 
oughout the park, from people 
emerging soaked from an Aus- 
tralian log ride to little lakes where 
dbows are moored. 

“This place gives our children a 
chance to learn.” said Mr. Fahed. 
“For example, they have heard 
about trains, but outside of Ent- 
ertainment City, Kuwait has 
none." 

The Park’s planners have also 
taken into account Islamic pri- 
nciples. Sundays and Tuesdays 
have been set aside for bachelors, 
who are abruptly turned away if 
they try to enter on other days of 
the week reserved for families. 

There is no mosque yet, though 
Mr. Fahed said one was planned. 
In the meantime prayer-mats have 
been spread for the faithful in 
three buildings used as make-shift 
places of worship. 

Asked if Entertainment City 
was perhaps out of character with 
Islam or Arab tradition, Mr. 
Fahed said: “Our goal is to have 
people smile .~ whether its in the 
East or West, we will bring it here 
to make people happy." 


American shoppers move to mail order 


The U.S- mail order business is booming, reports Terry Dodsworth. 
You can even sell a cosmetic made from cactus roots through the post. 


NEW YORK — Tova Borgnine is 
the Norwegian wife of Ernest 
Borgnine, the film actor, and 
looks as though she might have 
been a film star herself in the not 
too distant past. Her ambitions, 
however, set her worlds apart 
from the Hollywood dream fac- 
tories. She is intent on creating 
one of the world’s big cosmetics 
companies, and at 42. she reckons 
she has found the formula for 
doing it — mail order catalogues. 

“I want to be the next Estee 
Lauder” she says with an unn- 
erving touch of determination. 
Then she tells you how she will 
achieve it: sales of $12 million this 
year, margins of "well over’* 20 
per cent, a $100 million turnover 
by 1 987 so that she can sponsor an 
academy award, and then a steady] 
progression to the target of bec- 
oming a $1 billion a year com- 
pany.' 

“It took Estee Lauder 17 years, 
to crack this market." she says. “ I 
want to get at least near that.” 

The idea of such extraordinary 
growth in a mature industry, 
which has been plodding on ste- 
adily since catalogues replaced 
shops on tbe frontier, might seem 
preposterous. But experts by no 
means rule it out. 

Mail order has been growing by 
leaps and bounds in the U.S.. exp- 
anding at least twice as fast as 
over-the-counter retailing. Bet- 
ween 1975 and 1983, the cat- 
alogue market jumped from $20 
billion a year to $44.4 billion. For- 
ecasters reckon it will continue to 
develop at around 15 per cent a 
year over the next few years, more 
than twice the expected inflation 
rate. 

“There has been a change in 


buying patterns,” says Carl 
Bloom, president of Bloom and 
Geld, a New York direct mar- 
keting agency. “There is a big 
convenience factor for two income 
famili es where both partners ana 
working. But I also believe that 
people do it because they enjoy iL 
If you browse througb three or 
four catalogues over coffee on 
Saturday morning you are going 
on a shopping tour, and you often 
get better service than in the shops 
themselves.” 

Tova Borgnine drifted into this 
booming market more or less by 
chance. A beautician by trade, she 
was running a boutique in Las 
Vegas, and had just developed a 
range of her own skin care pro- 
ducts based on a novel formula — 
an ancient Aztec recipe for lon- 
gevity drawn from the roots of the 
cactus. 

She was finding it difficult, 
however, to turn the prickly Nev- 
ada cactus into a glamorous mar- 
keting vehicle until her husband, 
who had been using the skin care 
products, gave them a big plug in 
an interview. 

“When I opened his fan mail 
later there were $50.000-worth of 
orders," says Tova. Sbe bad stu- 
mbled on the potential of mail 
order by using a technique for 
which many companies pay big 
money - a well - placed promotion 
in the press. “I had to decide qui- 
ckly whether 1 was going to return 
the money or put a company tog- 
ether she adds. “J set the whole 
thing up in six weeks and shipped 
3,146 parcels.” 

Mr. Bloom says that this is exa- 
ctly the sort of start any new mail 
order or catalogue company dre- 
ams of. The initial breakthrough is 


becoming progressively more dif- 
ficult, he believes, as the field bec- 
omes increasingly competitive. 

Ernest Borgnine’ s unexpected 
mail delivery created a list of pot- 
ential clients — and lists are the 
raw material of sales in- the mail 
order business. 

To establish them companies go 
in for some extraordinary gim- 
micks. Neiman-Marcus, for ins- 
tance, the up-market Dallas- 
based store, publishes a Christmas 
catalogue in which it traditionally 
offers a self-indulgent present for 
the man who has everything. One 
year it was a private security vault 
in a cave in the Rockies. Another 
it was his and hers aeroplanes, and 
the catalogue always has a few 
whimsical under $25 items, such 
as bourbon -flavoured, after din- 
ner toothpaste. 

Tova Borgnine has adapted this 
idea in her latest catalogue with 
the offer of a British-built Con- 
corde, currently operated by a lea- 
sing company, and priced at $1 17 
million. She claims to have lined 
up one potential customer, and 
promises a party to end all parties 
. if the deal is clinched. . 

A more conventional way to 
obtaining a mailing list is to buy 
one. List-broking in the U.S. has 
become a highly sophisticated bus- 
iness. Companies that have est- 
ablished themselves in the mail 
order business sell off their enfire 
lists, or parts of them, at rates of 
around $75 per 1,000 names. 

Names are often sorted and. 
broken down to identify the ste- 
ady or big purchasers, geo- 
graphical locations of clients and 
so on. There are even companies, 
says Bloom, which publish loss- 
leading ads for an annual new- 
sletter in order to flush out a list of 


■ names that can then be sold to a 
catalogue client. 

There is obviously a catch in all. 
this. This list itself is not enough in 
a business which is so obviously 
lucrative that it is bound to bec- 
ome more competitive. The cat- 
alogues that survive have to offer 
something differenL 

The market breaks down into 
three broad groups. There are the 
big, established catalogues of the 
large chain store TetaileTS, led by 
Sears Roebuck, which has the 
most famous catalogue of all. 
immortalised in many a Hol- 
lywood glimpse of fireside life on 
the frontier. 

Then there are those which are 
published simply to promote a 
name. Both Citibank and Che- 
mical Bank, for example, now 
have catalogues for which credits 
are earned by using the banks' 
other services — pure loss leaders 
to capture as many accounts as 
possible. 

Finally, there are the specialists 
who concentrate on highly specific 
market sectors- anything from 
antique clocks to tableware. One 
of the most famous of these pub-' 
Ucations, L L Bean’s canaping and 
bikiog catalogue, presents an 
amazing cornucopia of products 
for the hard outdoor man and has 
gained sufficient prominence to be 
honoured by a ruthless parody. 
Sold in New York bookstores, the' 
spoof publication offers such pro- 
ducts as full-dress waders and 
fresh air freshners, along wiht sev- 
eral items which can hardly be 
described in a family newspaper. 

Indeed, the plethora of lam- 
pooning publications of this type is 
a good indication that many of the 
catalogues themselves are not far 
short of self-parody. 


Algerian women gain more legal rights

ALGIERS — Algerian women 
may soon be on a more equal legal 
footing with their men after cen- 
turies of second-class citizenship, 
if a radical “personal status” code 
is approved by parliament. 

The government is grappling 
with one of Algeria's most con- 
troversial issues — the family 
code, which touches on women's 
right in an Islamic society striving 
to be more egalitarian. Last month 
parliament began debating the 
proposed legislation in the fifth 
attempt ot approve it since Alg- 
eria won its independence from 
France in 1962. 

Political sources say the gov- 
ernment is using kid gloves to 
handle the contentious proposal. 

The draft law has not been pub- 
lished and only glimpses of the 
text, dealing with the organisation 
of the family and the role of 
women, have surfaced in the off- 
icial press. 


Several women intellectuals 
said privately they were still dou- 
btful that the text would ever see, 
the light of day. 

The 250-article draft code deals 
with engagement, marriage, 
dowry, polygamy, repudiation, 
inheritance and tutorship. 

According to the local press, the 
government and the ruling Nat- 
ional Liberation Front Party. 

, which debated the code heatedly 
and at length, seem to have opted 
for a compromise to advance thr- 
ough this social minefield. 

Although the draft, like the 
constitution, proclaims the equ- 
ality of men and women in rights, 
it maintains Islamic laws placing 
men as the head of the faimily. But 
the code curbs the most severe 
aspects. 

In particular, the government 
wants to redress injustices such as 
forcing women to marry against 
their will and taking children away 
form their mothers without jus- 
tification, the weekly “Algerie 


Actualites” said. 

The draft law allows a man to 
take a second wife, with the pro- 
viso that he will have to treat his 
wives equally. Divorce is dis- 
couraged but is allowed if rec- 
onciliation is impossible. 

“The main aim of the text is to 
lay a sound and solid foundation 
•for the Algerian family ruled by 
understanding, inspired by Islamic 
legislation ... and answering the 
needs of modernism and dev- 
elopment.” the Algerian News 
Agency APS said. 

“Unhealthy customs" int- 
roduced in the name of mod- 
ernism of conservative Islamisra 
would be weeded out under the 
new code. Justice Minister Bou- 
lalem Baki was quoted as saying. 

The new text aims at filling a 
legal gap. The 1975 civil code did 
not deal with married women's 
rights, stating that “in the absence 
of any legal regulation, the judge 
acts according to the principle of 
the Muslim rights, or otherwise. 


according to customs”, which lea- 
ves it open to interpretation. 

Although women played an 
important part in the liberation 
war against France and many bec- 
ame doctors, lawyers, engineers 
and journalists, 22 years after ind- 
ependence Algeria remains a 
male-dominated country com- 
pared to neighbouring Tunisia. 

In 1957. Tunisian President 
Habib Bourguiba forced through 
a new code abolishing repudiation 
and polygamy, making it the first 
country with Islam as its state rel- 
igion banning polygamy. 

However, in Tunisia, like in 
other Maghreb countries, men 
and women still remain unequal 
concerning inheritance, with a son 
receiving twice as much as a dau- 
ghter. 

Although legislation is the first 
step to protect women’s rights, it 
does not abolish overnight her 
often inferior position in daily life, 
according to an Algerian soc- 
iologist.

LAST WEEK one of my readers called me, and she was concerned 
over the problem of the needy people, the lack of hygiene and 
comfort of those families. 

From the window of her office she said she could see a family of 
12 persons living in locking conditions in what is sup posed to be a 
boose, wearing T-shirts in summer as in winter and nothing else: 
no pants, no shirts and of course barefooted. My reader asked: 

“What can we do for these people and for dozens of others?” I 
Teh helpless. I know that there are wetfsre organisations who try to 
use the donations received wisely, bid let ns be objective. We have a 
needy class in Jordan,' people that are quite miserable. Right here 
in Amman we can meet them, see them and study their cases in 
addition to hundreds of poor people in the villages, those who live 
in caves and those who are homeless. 

Yes, let us not pretend those people do not exist. It is the 
government who should locate them, count them, visit them, study 
their cases and help them. Of course there are also the lazy people, 
but they do not form part of this category. 

Many families are poor because the father has died or Is han- 
dicapped and there are many children who are very young still, 
thus the mother is unable to work. 

Why can't they establish a system of foodtsamps which gua- 
rantees that while not giving out money, all tbe children are sure to 
have decent meals. On the other hand those families can rec- 
iprocate by participating in small works such as contributing to 
keeping their environment tidy and dean. 

Regarding the financing of this campaign it is more than enough 
that some wealthy families pay their “Zaka” which is part of a 
Muslim refipons duty in Islam, to get the project going. 


Inmates find place 
in movie business

PITTSBURGH — Inmae Larry 
Lindsay is spending part of his jail 
term in a more glamorous job than 
making license plates or doing 
laundry. He has tanded a role in a 
hollywood movie. 

Lindsay, who is serving up to 1 0 
months for burglary and criminal 
conspiracy, isone of 50 Allegheny 
County jail inmates playing tum- 
of-the-cenrury prisoners in “ Mrs. 
Soffel and MGM movie being 
filmed in Pittsburgh. 

But the 24-year-old is already 
finding that celluloid fame has its 
price — He says his girlfriend 
doesn't like the haircut the film 
production company required. 

“She told me she wouldn’t talk 
to me if I shaved my beard/ he 
said, flashing a smooth chin. “1 
had a really long one. too.” 

MG M’s instructions were that 
inmates had to cut their hair if it 
couldn't be hidden by a skullcap. 
Beards were forbidden, and mou- 
staches — the longer the better — 
were preferred. 

JaD supervisor Edward Urban 
said he told the prisoners there 
would be some radical haircuts 
required when he asked for vol- 
unteers. 

“But almost all 500 inmates 
signed up anyway," he said. 


The movie, set in 1902. rec- 
ounts the true siory of a warden's 
wife who helped rwo death row 
prisoners escape from the same 
Allegheny County jail complex. 

Diane Keaton plays Mrs. Soffel 
and Australian Actor Mel Gibson 
plays Ed Biddle, one of the esc- 
apees. 

Most of the film was shot in 
Ontario, Canada, earlier this year. 
But the production came to Pit- 
tsburgh for a week to film scenes 
that revolve around the century- 
old jail. 

Five blocks in a busy downtown 
section have been roped off and 
the pavement covered with a thin 
layer of mud and fake snow. 

Gas lamps have replaced str- 
eetlights. and horses and buggies 
rattle over a thoroughfare usually 
jammed by motor traffic. 

Lindsay and the other inmates 
are making their acting debuts on 
Monday and Tuesday, when the 
production goes inside the jail. 
This weekend most of the filming 
was done outside, using the fac- 
ility’s high granite walls as a bac- 
kdrop. 

“I picked a good time to come 
to jail,” Lindsay said- “fra a Jack 
of all trades. I did a little bit of 
carpentry and a little bit of wel- 
ding before I went to jail, but 1 
never did any acting. 1 figured it 
can’t hurt to learn."

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Olympic officials draw up 
new plans to avert boycott 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland (R) — Olympic leaders 
meet here Monday to draw up plans for a final 
attempt to avert the Soviet boycott of the Los Ang- 
eles Games. 


The president of the Int- 
ernational Olympic Committee 
(IOC). Juan Antonio Samaranch, 
is to fly to Moscow on Wednesday 
for talks with Soviet government 
officials aimed at persuading the. 
Soviets to change their minds 
about withdrawing from the 
games which begin in July. 

Sources close to the Olympic 
.movement said Samaranch lea- 
rned at a meeting of sports off- 
icials from communist countries in 
Prague on Thursday that his req- 
uest for high-level talks had been 
accepted by Moscow. 

The sources said Samaranch 


was expected to discuss the crisis 
with foreign minister Andrei 
Gromyko rather than Soviet lea- 
der Konstantin Chernenko bec- 
ause it was felt Gromyko had been 
more instrumental in the boycott 
decision. 

Eleven other countries have 
joined the Soviet Union in pulling 
out of the games, citing concern 
for the safety of their athletes in 
Los Angeles. 

Since announcing its wit- 
hdrawal on May 8, Moscow has 
insisted its decision is irrevocable. 

The sources, who attended 
Thursdays Prague meeting, also

said sports officials from 1 1 cou- 
ntries had criticised the decision to 
stage the 1988 summer games in 
South Korea, a country with 
strong U.S. connections.

The sources said the three were 
expected to leave Moscow on 
Thursday to attend celebrations in 
Paris marking the 90th ann- 
iversary of the founding of the 
IOC. 

Members of the nine-man IOC 
executive board were arriving 
Sunday for the three-day meeting. 

But there was little optimism 
apparent in Lausanne that Sam- 
aranch would be able to persuade 
Moscow to reverse its decision. 


McEnroe 
in World 

DUESSELDORF. West Ger- 
many (R) — John McEnroe not- 
ched his 36th consecutive singles 
win Sunday, demolishing Ivan 
Lendl 6-3, 6-2 to give the United 
States a 1-0 lead over Cze- 
choslovakia in the World Team 
Tennis Cup "final. 

McEnroe produced a virtually 
flawless performance which left 
the world's number two flo- 
undering in the 75-minute match. 

The American, who has won 
their last five matches, showed he 
has hit peak form on clay, sup- 
posedly his weakest surface, in 
time for this week's French Open, 
a tournament he has never won. 

McEnroe said afterwards: "I 
felt like I played a pretty good 
match. I had real good con- 
centration out there. 1 pretty much 
controlled the match." 

The slippery conditions — rain 
stopped play for 22 minutes in the 
second set — posed more pro- 
blems for Lendl than McEnroe. 
He fell twice, scraping his left 
hand and leg and apparently twi- 
sting his right ankle.

Bra- 
zilian Dirceu or Dutch defender 
Ruud Krol. 

Napoli fans telephoned new- 
paper and television offices all day 
in an effort to keep up with the 
reponed transfer and a banner

Naples." was unfurled in a Naples' 
street.

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Dominican Republic faces ‘war economy’ 


SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican 
Republic (AP) — Government . 
officials said Saturday this Car- 
ibbean nation faces a "war eco- 
nomy" without a war because of 
the breakdown in loan neg- 
otiations with the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF). 

Mr. Luis Gonzalo Fabra. a spo- 
kesman for President Salvador 
Jorge Blanco, used the term “war 
economy" in disclosing that aus- 
terity measures such as gasoline 
rationing were under con- 
sideration for the 5.6 million 
Dominicans. 

That same stand was taken by 
Mr. Hatuey dc Camps. Minister of 
the Presidency, who said. “we wifi 
have to manage our economy as if 
in a state of war." 

He also said high-level del- 
egations will soon travel to the 
United States and other nations to 


explain the Dominican situation, 
and added the- government has not 
ruled out new talks with the IMF 
team. It returned to Washington 
on Friday. 

Mr. Jose Santos Taveras. Gov- 
ernor of the Dominican Central 
Bank and chief negotiator with the 
IMF, said in an interview. “we are 
in a state of economic eme- 
rgency." and the future will be 
very difficult. 

The Dominican Republic has a 
foreign debt of $2.4 billion. 

Late Thursday. Mr. Jorge Bla- 
nco announced he had stopped 
talks with the IMF because he ref- 
used to go along with the lending 
agency and hike gasoline prices. 

Government officials noted that 
54 people were killed last month 
in riots protesting increased food 
prices. 

The possible loss of an IMF loan 


for more than S400 million also 
will freeze some 5220 million in 
other aid, most of it from the Uni- 
ted States. That aid was tied to the 
IMF loan agreement, which was 
suspended in January because the 
government failed to meet IMF 
“performance criteria." 

The IMF wanted gasoline and 
other petroleum products shifted 
to what is termed a “parallel" rate 
of exchange of nearly three Dom- 
inican pesos to one U.S. dollar, 
compared to the “official” rate of 
one peso to a dollar. 

When IMF talks were going on 
in April, Mr. Jorge Blanco shifted 
many imports to the parallel rate, 
increasing prices of basic foods by 
as much as 200 per cent. That led 
to the April 23-26 riots in which at 
least 1 .000 people were arrested. 

Mr. Jorge Blanco instituted a 
two-tiered rate of exchange last 


Jamaica to reschedule debt payments 


KINGSTON. Jamaica (AP) — 
The Jamaican government has 
disclosed plans to reschedule for- 
eign loans due between July 1. 
1 9SJ. and March 31. 1985. 

Government financial officials 
have approached the Paris-based 
OECD the Organisation for Eco- 
nomic Co-operation and Dev- 
elopment. and will make similar 
overtures to non-OECD cre- 
ditors. according to a press sta- 
tement Friday by Prime Minister 
Eduard Seaga. 

In June 1983. Jamaica reached 
an agreement in principle with its 
major commercial bank creditors 
to reschedule 100 per cent of all 
principal repayments falling due 
in the July 1. 1 0*3. through March 
31. 1985. period. The total amo- 
uni involved is estimated at $161 
million. 


Mr. Seaga said that of the total 
amount for which the government 
seeks rescheduling over a seven- 
year period. $97 million rep- 
resents the sum for 1984-85. 

At a news conference. Mr. 
Seaga said the rescheduling pro- 
posal is part of a series of bud- 
getary measures for the fiscal year 
which was not covered in the 
broad economic survey which he. 
as Minister of Finance, presented 
to parliament on Thursday night. 

Mr. Seaga said the total foreign 
debts, both direct and guaranteed, 
without standing debt servicing, 
was about S3.1 billion at the end. 
of 1983. Credits for governments 
and their agencies, or bilateral 
debt, accounted for 43.5 per cent 
of this sum. or about S 1 .36 billion. 

Commercial bank credit rep- 
resented 13 per cent. Mr. Seaga 


said. 

The terms under discussion with 
the banks is a maturity period of 
seven years with a three-year 
grace period. Mr. Seaga said. The 
maturities which fell due since 
July 1. 1983. have been rolled 
over, the prime minister added. 

Mr. Seaga said the expects a 
favourable response when OECD 
members are approached during 
June in Paris. Unlike most cou- 
ntries in Latin America and the 
Caribbean. Jamaica has 90 per 
cent of its foreign debt in medium 
and long-term Joans, rather than , 
short-term loans. 

He noted, however, that annual 
debt service payments have bec- 
ome a problem because of a dec- 
line in the resources from which 
debt servicing would normally be 
made, namely bauxite revenues.

Japan says 
oil supply will 
not be affected 

TOKYO (AP) — Japan’s imports 
of crude oil will not suffer imm- 
ediately despite Japanese shi- 
powners' decision not to assign 
any tankers to Kuwait or northern 
Saudi Arabia following attacks on 
shippingin the Arabian Gulf, local 

newspapers reported Sunday. 

The reports said Japan can cha- 
rter foreign-manned tankers to 
replace Japanese vessels and has 
94 days of oil reserves at present. 

Quoting Ministry of Int- 
ernational Trade and Industry off- 
icials, the mass-circulation new- 
spaper Yomiuri said that under 
the decision, Japan still can load 
oil at Saudi Arabia's largest oil 
supply pen. Ras Tan nu rah. 


Saudi riyal deposit 
rates remain steady 

BAHRAIN (R) — Interest rates on large Saudi riyal 
deposits at offshore banks in Bahrain were unc- 
hanged Sunday from Saturday in very quiet trading, 
dealers said. 


They said the market was at a 
virtual standstill ahead of Mon- 
day's market holidays in the U.S. 
and Britain, awaiting indications 
of the dollars future trend against 
the background of current U.S. 
banking problems. 

Day-to-day funds ' traded aro- 
und 12 per cent, unchanged from 

Saturday's levels. 

One, three and six-month funds 
were also unchanged from Sat- 
urday at 1 lTfa-% per cent for one 
month, 12-11 ft per cent for three 
months and 12 ■/»-! 1 % for six 
months. 

The spot riyal was slightly fir- 
mer in the absence of a dev- 
aluation by the Saudi Arabian 
monetary authority, and dealers 
said no change in its party was now 
likely until after the Muslim fas- 
ting month of Ramadan, begining 
later this week. 

They quoted the spot riyal at 
3.5203/08 to the dollar, up from 


3.5210/15 Saturday. 

In Kuwait, interest rates on 
domestic Kuwaiti dinar deposits 
were little changed in dull trading, 
dealers said. 

Rates were largely nominal, 
with one, three and six-month 
deposits quoted as high as 
\QV2-9Vz per cent and as low as 
9 14-8 ft per cent. But there was 
'little trading, as is usual on a Sun- 
day, dealers said. 

Sunday night, spot/next and 
Monday next funds were all quo- 
ted between six and eight per cent, 
with the Central Bank offering 
short-dated funds on a selective 
basis at about 7 to per cent. 

The Central Bank left its com- 
mercial and free market rates 
unchanged at 0.29299/335 and 
0.29299/585 to the dollar. 

The spot dinar was quoted at 
about Saturday's level of 
0.29584/86 to the dollar.

Italian helicopter firm battles against over-production, debt

RO VIE — Agusta. the Italian aer- 
ospace company which is best 
known for its helicopters, had 
what can politely be called a mixed 
year in 1983. 

Sales went up by 23 per cent, 
well above the Italian inflation 
rate, but stocks of unsold hel- 
icopters went up too. The chief 
executive of the company was rep- 
laced. -another, senior manager 
departed, and when the book clo- 
sed Agusta posted an unp- 
recedented loss of LI 21 billion 
(S71 million). 

As a result. Efim, the smallest of 
Italy’s state holding companies, is 
having to inject LI 10 billion in 
new capital, and what was up till 
1973 a private company, founded 
by the Agusta family in 1907. will 
now be more than 9Q per cent 
state-owned. 

Agusta is one of Europe's big- 


gest helicopter makers, having 
grown on the strength mainly of 
licences from the big U.S. hel- 
icopter makers. Beil. Sikorsky and 
Boeing. It is particularly suc- 
cessful at selling to developing 
countries, often in areas where the 
U.S. licensors did not penetrate. 

Helicopters now make up about 
65 per cent of the group's tur- 
nover. with another 25 per cent 
, consisting of fixed wing aircraft — 

’ Agusta- owns Siai Marchetti. 
which makes small jets and light 
aircraft — and the remaining 10 
per cent made up by electronic 
and other aviation systems. 

Sales climbed from L449 billion 
in 1980 to L667 billion in 1982. 
and until 1981 Agusta ran at a 
small profit. In 1982. Efim, which 
had bought 51 per cent of the 
company in 1973. pushed up its 
stake to 80 per cent when the 
Agusta family failed to match its 
contribution io a capital increase.

though Count Coirado Agusta 
remained chairman. 

Agusta in 1982. however, lost 
L3.3 billion, and in 1983 it was in 
crisis. Sig Raffaello Teti. who took 
over as chief executive last year 
following the departure of Sig Pie- 
tro Fascione. and who sees himself 
as spear-heading the recovery of 
the group, blames the crisis on 
three things. Firstly, he points out. 
Agusta is suffering from the rec- 
essiori-that has hit the whole aer- 
ospace industry.

division at the group level, instead 
of allowing each of the three div- 
isions to operate separately in 
these areas.

“About 75 percent 
of that is accounted for by cur- 
rency losses, or. .provision for 
them.” says Sig Teti. “We have 
made full provision for 1984 as 
well as 1983, and included a share 
for 1 9S5. 1986 and 1987. The rest 
of the 1 y83 loss is due to the weak 
market." 

To absorb that loss, Agusta’ s 
capital is being written down from 
LI 18 billion to L93 billion, and 
then increased to L203 billion. 
Only Efim is expected to put in 
new funds, so that the residual 
Agusta family stake is set to go 
down to about 9 per cent. Sig Teti 
says there is no question of Aer- 
italia. the aerospace subsidiary of 
IR1. and Agusra's rival, buying 
into tile company. 

Having concentrated such large 
losses into one year. SigTeii hopes 
Agusta will not lose any money in 
1984. “There are some signs of 
recovery in the aerospace market. 


especially in the U.S." he says. 

But will this recovery spread to 
the Third World, where a sub- 
stantial part of the market for both 
Agusta helicopters and Siai Mar- 
chetti aircraft is? Augusta suffers 
from not having a strong domestic 
market for most of its products, 
even though its range usually sells 
well abroad.

China’s takeover united front to Soviet Union 


WASHINGTON (R) — President Reagan and his 
critics are locked in increasingly sharp disagreement 
over whether his policy of military pressure in Cen- 
tral America is heading off war or fuelling the dan- 
ger of one. 


Mr. Reagan's policy has wor- 
ried opponents in Congress and 
both the president of Mexico and a 
group of former top U.S.and Latin 
American officials have ind- 
ependently said that U.S.-backed 
military operations were - inc- 
reasing the danger of war. 

President Reagan told a press 1 
conference this week: “The sue- 
cess of Communism in Central 
America poses the threat that 1 00 
million people from Panama to 
the open border on our south 
could come under the control of 
pro-Soviet regimes.” 

U.S. officials say his policy of 
military pressure is working to end 
leftist "rebellion so that Was- 
hington will not have to choose 
between committing combat tro- 
ops or accepting Communist tak- 
eovers. 

They voice optimism that 
President-elect Jose Napoleon 
Duarte could neutralise guerrillas 
in El Salvador next year and that 
Nicaragua will eventually neg- 
otiate an end to its support of lef- 
tist insurgency in neighbouring 
countries. 

But the House of Rep- 
resentatives voted soon after Mr. 
Reagan's Communist threat sta- 
tement to ban the use of U.S. 
combat troops unless there was a 


clear threat to Americans. 

Mr. Reagan won House app- 
roval of emergency military aid for 
El Salvador as a show of support 
for Mr. Duarte but the House rej- 
ected further aid for rebels opp- 
osing Nicaragua’s leftist gov- 
ernment. 

House Speaker Thomas O’Neill 
called the rebels ** marauders, 
murderers, rapists" and said that 
Americans "want the United Sta- 
tes to oppose aggression, not spo- 
nsor it.” 

Mexico's President Miguel de la 
Madrid said in a recent blunt exc- 
hange with Mr. Reagan in Was- 
hington: “The risk of generalised 
war. the scope and duration of 
which no one can foresee, is gro- 
wing.” 

The group of former U.S. and 
Latin officials known as the 
inter-American dialogue said in a 
report*. “ A grim race is under way 
in Central America between the 
escalation of violence and the pur- 
suit of peace.” 

The group includes several for- 
mer U.S. secretaries of state and 
defence and ex-presidents of 
Latin American countries. 

Like De ia Madrid, it urged Mr. 
Reagan to shift from military pre- 
ssure to genuine support for the 
peace process pursued by the 


“Contadora” group of Mexico, 
Panama, Venezuela and Col- 
ombia. 

The Contadora aim is a peaceful 
settlement of disputes and an end 
to U.S., Cuban and Soviet military 
involvement. 

Mr. Reagan has repeatedly 
endorsed the peace process but 
administration officials say that 
only U.S. military moves have 
pushed Nicaragua towards agr- 
eeing to the Contadora proposals. 

U.S. pressure includes covert 
operations against Nicaragua such 
as the mining of Nicaraguan ports 
earlier this year and military exe- 
rcises in neighbouring Honduras. 

The administration wants an 
agreement that would restore 
what it could regard as democratic 
procedures in Nicaragua as well as 
halt the Sandioist government’s 
support for leftist guerrillas in El 
Salvador and other Central Ame- 
rican countries. 

A senior Nicaraguan official in 
Managua said that meant Mr. 
Reagan was trying to destroy the 
Sandinist revolution and that Nic- 
aragua was bracing for “pro- 
longed war” with America. 

A U.S. official dismissed th thr- 
eat and said the administration 
had told Nicaragua publicly and 
privately that it wanted to help 
work out a political settlement fair 
to all. 

In El Salvador, the official said, 
the administration was optimistic 
that Mr. Duane could effectively 
neutralise the leftist guerrilla 
movement as early as next year. 


Mondale, Hart begin final hunt 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Former 
Vice President Walter F. Mondale 
is back on the attack, while Sen- 
ator Gary Hart is reviving his 
emphasis on the future as the chief 
Democratic contenders follow dif- 
ferent roads into the climactic 10 
days of their battle for the pre- 
sidential nomination. 

For both Mr. Mondale and Sen. 
Hart, it represents a return to app- 
roaches that proved successful in 
earlier phases of the campaign. 

Standing on California's coa- 
stline in Pacifica the former vice 
president charged Saturday that 
the senator should have led the 
fight against Senate confirmation 
of Mr. James Wall as interior sec- 
retary. Environ mentallists, inc- 
luding those in Sen. Hart's state of 
Colorado, criticised Mr. Watt's 
policies as being destructive. Mr. 
Watt later resigned. 

Sen. Hart has made few direct 
attacks on Mr. Mondale in recent 
days, offering instead descriptions 
of his vision of the future, inc- 
luding election law reform, ind- 
ustrial revitalisation and better 
opportunities for women. 


Meanwhile, the Rev. Jesse Jac- 
kson planned to fly to Mexico City 
on Monday to discuss the int- 
ernational debt .crisis with Mex- 
ican Foreign Minister Bernardo 
Sepulveda, a leader of the four- 
nation Contadora Group seeking 
a diplomatic solution to the Cen- 
tral American conflict. 

As he prepared for his trip. Rev. 
Jackson lashed out at the recent 
election in El Salvador in which ‘ 
Mr. Jose Napoleon Duarte was 
elected president of the strife-torn 
country. He called it a “sham." 

Rev. Jackson said Mr. Duarte 
was “elected with Mr. Reagan’s 
help and support, another puppet 
regime." 

Speaking in New Jersey on Sat- 
urday, the black civil rights leader 
called on the administration of 
President Ronald Reagan to rely 
more on diplomatic talks with lef- 
tist governments in an effort to 
resolve festering problems in Cen- 
tral America. 

“Key to that would be our lea- 
dership being aggressive enough 
to talk to Cuba,” he said. " I get the 
impression . our leadership has 


such a heavy emotional inv- 
estment and so much ego invested 
in Castro’s failing ... that we have 
not yet overcome the trauma." 

“Our not talking to Cuba is very 
impractical. They are just 145- 
kilometres away from Miami. It’s 
not ideology. We do talk to Com- 
munists.'' Rev. Jackson added. 

The Democratic race is down to' 
five primaries on June 5 — Cal- 
ifornia, New Jersey, New Mexico. 
South Dakota and West Virginia’ 
— and Mr. Mondale is sitting on a 
lead of more than 650 delegates 
over Sen. Hart. 

California voters will allocate 
306 delegates. New Jersey voters 
apportion 107. 

The former vice president now 
is within about 300 delegates of 
the 1,967 that would constitute a 
convention majority. 

Sen. Hart and Mr. Mondale are 
concentrating on California and 
New Jersey. A strong victory in 
either one or narrow winning 
margins in both probably would 
make Mr. Mondale unstoppable 
at the Democratic convention in 
San Francisco in July. 


HONG KONG (AP) — With Hong 
Kong's fate decided, some res- 
idents want a chance to govern 
themselves before China takes 
over in 1997. 

This, they say, would prove to 
China that the people here are 
capable of running their own aff- 
airs. They also tope it would min- 
imise Peking’s administrative role 
and any changes it may plan for 
Hong Kong’s capitalist system. 

“If we cannot establish dem- 
ocracy in Hong Kong daring this 
13-year transitional period (before 
the Chinese take over), there 
would be do basis for our future 
government beyond 1997,’’ Dr. 
Ding Lik-Kin, chairman of the 
Christian Industrial Committee, 
said in an interview. Dr. Ding’s 
committee helps promote workers 1 
welfare here- 

China has promised that Hong 
Kong, under British colonial rule 
since 1842, will be allowed to retain 
its existing capitalistic life style for 
at least 50 years beyond 1997. 

Also, Peking says, Hong Kong 
will become an autonomous ter- 
ritory of China and a raini- 
constitation wiD be drafted to 
permit local residents to run the 
territory. 

But many among Hong Kong’s 
5.5. million residents remain con- 
cerned, fearing that Peking may 
not keep its word should (here be 
another political upheaval there. 

For Hong Kong to survive, civic 
leaders and pressure groups say, it 
needs a democratic form of gov- 
ernment that win preserve the pro- 
sperity and stability which has 
made it the world's third largest J 
financial centre. They also que- 
stion whether a capitalistic society 
'can function under communist 
rule. 

“The future Hong Kong gov- 
ernment must be a democratic and 
elected government, truly rep- 
resentative of and accountable to 
the people of Hong Kong," the 
Hong Kong Observer, a pressure 
group composed of young int- 
ellectuals ami professionals, said in 
a recent statement. 

“‘There will be no place for an 
appointment system after 1997 
because Pelting would be the only 
party who could appoint.” 

Adding to local jitters is the sec- 
recy which Chinese and British 
negotiators have maintained in 
talks begun 20 months ago to 
hammer gut an agreement on 
Hong Kong's future. 

Hong Kong is not represented at 
the talks because China says Pek- 
ing is responsible for the pop- 
ulation, 80 per cent of whom are . 
Chinese. 

Britain and China have said 
Hong Kong residents will have a 
chance to comment on the agr- 
eement before it is formally app- 
roved. But many here fear it might 
be too late then and they should 
take their own action now. 


Nicaragua plans to introduce tough press law 


MANAGUA. Nicaragua (AP) — 
Nicaragua is expected to enact a 
tough new press law next week, 
bringing the news media in this 
country under total state control 
and requiring reporters to reveal 
all their news sources. The law 
would cover foreign news org- 
anisations with permanent ope- 
rations in Nicaragua. 

It was not clear what course, if 


any. the government would have 
in regard to visiting journalists 
who do not maintain offices or a 
continued presence hgre through 
a local representative.

• The co-publisher of La Prensa, 
the only opposition newspaper 
said, “if even 10 per cent of this 
law is passed, it will be the end of 
even the last vestiges of press fre- 
edom in Nicaragua." “They are 
tightening the screws on La Pre- 
nsa.” Mr. Pedro Joaquin Cha- 
morro said. “We are the target. If 
La Prensa did not exist, they 
would not need this law." He 
noted that other Nicaraguan 
media generally supported the 
government. 

The law was proposed by the 
Popular Front, a three-party lef- 
tist coalition that includes the 
Sandinista National Liberation 
Front, which controls the gov- 
ernment and has an overwhelming 
majority in the council of state. 
The council plans to vote on the 
measure next week. 

The new law requires all news 
organisations and representatives 
in Nicaragua to register with the 
government and establishes pen- 
alties for violators ranging from 
private administration to closures. 
It includes the following: 

— Media must fully identify all 
sources on which they base their 
reports, either at the time of pub- 
lication or at the order of a court. 
In Nicaragua, as elsewhere, many 
government officials speak on del- 
icate subjects only on condition 
they not be identified. 

— AH television channels are 
for the exclusive use of the state, 
which will guarantee access to 
them to “significant social and pol- 
itical groups.” 

— Publication of news that 
compromises the economy of the 
state or its citizens, confidential 
state information or news of sho- 
rtages of basic products in the 
country is prohibited. It requires 
criticism of public policy to have 
constructive goals. 

The law says the news org- 
anisation involved hi a possible 
violation is responsible for all that 
is published. This would appear to 
mean, as the law is now drafted, 
that agencies with fuQ-time offices 
in Nicaragua could be held liable 
for dispatches that are judged to 


have run afoul of the new reg- 
ulations. 

How the law would be enforced 
remained a question. 

The local press is heavily cen- 
sored. but outgoing foreign dis- 
patches are not. Although foreign 
news agencies are specifically 
mentioned as beingcovered by the 
law, the law appears directed 
more at the local press. 

While an earlier version of the 
law proposed administration of 
the new law through a council of 
media representatives and gov- 
ernment officials, committee rev- 
isions earlier this week would give 
control to the interior ministry. 

The ministry is headed by Mr. 
Tomas Borge. a doctrinaire mar- 
xist and one of nine commanders 
who run the liberation front. The 
Press Censorship Bureau, est- 
ablished when the government 
declared a state of emergency in , 
March 1 982. is under Mr. Borge's 
jurisdiction. 

La Prensa is often heavily cen- 
sored by the bureau.and has been 
closed for days on several occ- i 
asions for printing prohibited ; 
material. On other occasions, it i 
has opted not to print because , 
censorship delays precluded mee- 
ting press deadlines. 

The country’s other two new- 
spapers, Nuevo Diario and Bar- i 
ricada, strongly support the gov- 
ernment and are less frequently 
censored. 

The long-range motives of the 
new law, <accor ding to some opp- 
osition figures say, is to give the 
state complete control of the 
media before campaigns get under 
way in August for the Nov. 1 pre- 
sidential and legislative elections. 

Less than a month after a blo- 
ody revolution brought the San- 
diru'stas to power in July 1 979, the 
government passed a law req- 
uiring news media-fto defend the 
interests of the revolution. 

Self-censorship and restrictions 
tied to states of emergency exist in 
other Central American cou- 
ntries. but Nicaragua is the only 
nation in the region where formal 
censorship is applied. 


WASHINGTON (R) — Foreign 
ministers of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation (NATO) will 
seek to present a united front to 
the Soviet Union when they meet 
in Washington this week amid a 
deep freeze in East-West rel- 
ations. 

U.S. officials say talks among, 
the 16 ministers are expected to- 
focus on the approach needed in 
dealing with the Kremlin fol- 
lowing receut Soviet moves like 
the walkout on nuclear arms talks 
and a Moscow-led boycott of the 
, Los Angeles Olympics. 

The talks, starting on Tuesday, 
will also be shadowed by the con- 
tinuing Iran- Iraq war which, while 
it falls outside direct NATO res- 
ponsibility. could have a dire eff- 
ect on Western Europe if it halts 
the flow of oil through the Gulf. 

The three-day annual Spring 
meeting, being held in Was- 
hington for the first time since 
1 969. marks the 35th anniversary 
of the founding of the military all- 
iance. 

The Soviet Union walked out of 
parallel negotiations on strategic 
and medium range nuclear we a-, 
pons late last year in response to 
deployment of new U.S. missiles' 
in Europe. 

Moscow has also rejected new 
Western proposals on limiting 
conventional forces in Europe and 
has scoffed at a U.S. draft treaty 


for a global ban on chemical wea- 
pons. 

U.S. officials do not expect 
Moscow to return to the nuclear 
arms talks before the U.S. pre- 
sidential elections in November. 

In their view, hardline Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko is playing an influential role 
that has led to what an official cal- 
led a “minimally correct” U.S.- 
Soviet relationship. 

In the face of increasingly harsh 
Soviet rhetoric, the U.S, position 
has been to maintain a firm front 
while making clear it is ready to 
negotiate on arms and other iss- 
ues. 

The strategy depends on a dis- 
play of unity by NATO and U.S. 
officials expressed confidence that 
the final communique after the 
meeting will demonstrate a high 
degree of consensus on East- West 
relations. 

“We think transatlantic dif- 
ferences on East- West relations 
are beginning to narrow." one off- 
icial said. 

He said the alliance had sur- 
vived a difficult challenge as ins- 
tallation of new U.S. Pershing 2 
and cruise missiles, designed to 
counter Soviet medium range 
SS-20 rockets, had begun on sch- 
edule despite considerable public 
opposition. 

U.S. officials believe the all- 
iance will hold fast against offering 


any new concessions to the Soviet 
Union while it is boycotting the 
negotiations. 

Washington is stressing the 
need for deployments to continue 
as scheduled. Missiles are being 
sited in West Germany. Britain 
and Italy. Belgium is expected to 
deploy cruise rockets. 

Asked about the Dutch wav- 
ering, U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz said last week that 
“It is very important that each 
country live up to the mark." 1 

The meeting will take place j 
after a recent upsurge in attacks ' 
on neutral shipping in the Gulf, ; 
which the U.S. has pledged to ' 
keep open. 

Although the Gulf is not a direct 
NATO responsibility, the United 
States has for the first time won an 
alliance commitment to plug the 
gap in Europe when U.S. forces 
are engaged in a crisis elsewhere. 

But Assistant Secretary of State 
Tapley Bennett told NATO par- 
liamentarians on Friday that Eur- 
opean governments were rel- 
uctant to provide even passage 
and bases for the U.S. which bad 
pledged to carry the main effort in 
'manpower and resources. 

The NATO foreign ministers' 
wifi meet in idyllic surroundings, 
leaving Washington shortly after 
the opening session for historic 
Wye plantation on the rural eas- 
tern shore of the Chesapeake Bay . 



Dismissed Himalayan state chief 
minister warns of unrest in Sikkim 


NEW DELHI (R) — Former 
chief minister of India’s Him- 
alayan state of Sikkim Mr. Nar 
Bahadur Bhandari, Sunday war- 
ned that his dismissal could trigger 
unrest in the Himalayan territory. 

Mr. Bhandari also told Reuters 
in an interview here the gov- 
ernment's derision to dissolve the 
Sikkim assembly and impose 
presidential rule were unc- 
onstitutional and illegal. 

“The action will encourage 
anti-national and communal for- 
ces in the state and the gov- 
ernment seems to have lost con- 
fidence in the local police by bri- 
nging in 1 .500 paramilitary for- 
ces," he said. 

Mr. Bhandari was dismissed by 
the state governor on May 1 1 after 
refusing to obey an order from 
Indian Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi's Congress (I) party which 
has accused him of corruption. 


An emergency cabinet meeting 
on Friday decided to impose pre- 
sidential rule on Sikkim. 

Sikkim, bordering Chinese- 
ruled Tibet, is the second state 
now under direct rule from New 
Delhi. The troubled northern 
state of Punjab has been run dir- 
ectly from the Indian capital since 
last October. 

Mr. Bhandari said corruption 
was not the issue. 

“My aim to give Nepalis suf- 
ficient representation and for sta- 
teless Nepalis to be given Indian 
citizenship were the issues.” he 
said. 

Sikkim was annexed by India in 
1975 after its legislature voted to 
abolish the monarchy and merge 
with India. 

Mr. Bhandarf s dismissal led to 
the resignation of 1 6 other Sikkim 
assembly members from the Con- 
gress (I) party two days ago. lea- 


" ving it a.-minority in Lhe 32-seat 
assembly. 

He announced the formation of 
a new party, the Sikkim Sangram 
Parishad, which he said will now 
mobilise Sikkim opinion against 
his dismissal. 

Mr. Bhandari, a Nepali, said 
New Delhi disagreed with dem- 
ands for 13 seats in the assembly 
to be set aside for Nepalis. 

The community forms 70 per 
cent of Sikkim's 316,000 pop- 
ulation. Two other sects, the Bhu- 
.tias and the Lepchas, form 24 per 
cent of the population. 

He wanted more than 30,000 
Nepalis who had settled in Sikkim 
after 1970 to be given Indian cit- 
izenship. 

“It was the Nepali community 
which had fought the Sikkim 
monarchy and forced it to merge 
with India. How can our demands 
be separatist?” he said. 


Opposition to fight against Marcos 


MANILA (R) — Opposition lea- 
der Salvador Laurel said Sunday 
his party will fight to strip Pre- 
sident Ferdinand Marcos of his 
controversial special powers and 
may try to have the Philippines 
constitution rewritten. 

Mr. Laurel, whose United Nat- 
ionalist Democratic Organisation 
(UNIDO) battled heavy odds to 
record unexpected gains in par- 
liamentary elections on May 14. 
said he did not expect Mr. Marcos 
to relinquish his special powers. 


“He is too used to his powers. I 
don't think he will give them up. 
We will have to take them away 
from him and maybe we will move 
for re-writing the constitution," 
he told Reuters. 

Mr. Marcos told a press con- 
ference Saturday that he will resist 
any attempts to strip him of his 
law-making powers, which he said 
were needed to fight a heightened 
campaign of Communist sub- 
version. 

Mr. Laurel, himself an aspirant 


for the next presidential elections 
due in 1987 and the son of a for- 
mer president. said: “ He is like the 
barefoot guy who gets a pair of 
shoes and does not want to walk 
barefoot again.” 

“It wfll be a long fight,” said Mr. 
Laurel. “ He will fight to retain his 
power and we will fight to divest 
him. He wants to remain a dictator 
and we want to dismantle his dic- 
tatorship.” 

Final results of the vote were 
still not available Sunday. 


‘Soviets plan long stay in Afghanistan 9 


PESHAWAR, Pakistan (R) — A 
former senior Afghan diplomat 
who defected to Pakistan recently 
said Saturday the Soviet Union 
aimed at a long stay in Afg- 
hanistan and its complete Sov- 
ietisation. 

Mr. Abdul Majid Mangal, who 
was number two at the Afghan 
embassy In Moscow for three 
years, told a news conference the 
Soviet Union was not interested in 
a political settlement but wanted 
to gain time by saying it was. 

He said Moscow now entirely 
ran the internal and external aff- 
airs of Afghanistan directly or thr- 
ough advisers and that the Afghan 
people had totally rejected the 
Soviet-backed government of 
President Babrak Karmal. 

. The Soviet Union says its mil- 
itary intervention in 1979 was 
prompted by foreign interference 
. in Afghanistan. Soviet officials 
have said that talk of withdrawal is 
irrelevant without guarantees aga- 
inst future meddling in Afghan 
affairs. 

Mr. Mangal. whose diplomatic 
career included eight years with 
the Afghan mission at the United 
Nations, crossed into Palristan 
with his wifeand two sons with the 
help of Muslim guerrillas. 

Allegations Mr. Mangal made 
included: 

— That Moscow was expanding 
the Afghan secret service to con- 
trol dissidents. 

— That hundreds of Afghan chi- 
' Idren were being indoctrinated in 
Institutions, 

— That more than 10,000 Afg- 
hans. including military and police 
officers, were studying in the Sov- 
iet Union. 

— . That Afghan Foreign Min- 
ister Shah Mohammad Dost rec- 
eived instructions from Moscow 


whenever he went to Geneva for 
indirect talks with Pakistan, spo- 
nsored by the United Nations, 

— That Moscow always insisted 
that the Afghan delegation should 
not accept a Pakistani demand for 
a timetable for the withdrawal of 
the estimated 105,000 Soviet tro- 
ops in Afghanistan. 

Reconstruction started 
in Panjsher Valley 

Meanwhile Afghanistan's 
state-run radio has reported that 
reconstruction has started in the 
Panjsher Valley, traditional gue- 
rrilla stronghold which Kabul says 
it gained control of last month. 

Radio Kabul, monitored here 
Saturday night, painted a peaceful 
picture of the valley, one neither 
Afghhn exiles nor Western dip- 
lomats in Pakistan could confirm. 

The broadcast said a large 
group of citizens from the capital, 
many apparently members of the 
Communist Party's youth group, 
spent last week in the volley rep- 
airing mosques, schools, roads and 
government buildings. 

Soviet forces appear to control 
the floor of the 1 1 5-kilometre val- 
ley. the diplomats said, but it was 
not clear whether fighting was still 
going On in the many side valleys. 

Guerrilla sources in Peshawar 
in Pakistan report continued cla- 
shes in the area, where Soviet for- 
ces launched a major offensive oo 
April 1, but say tight Soviet sur- 
veillance of their supply routes has 
blocked most first-hand inf- 
ormation on Panjsher from com- 
ing out. 

While diplomats here said Sov- 
iet and Afghan forces were pro- 
bably consolidating their hold in 
the lower valley, they cautioned 
against full acceptance of Radio 


Kabul statements that the whole 
area had been pacified. 

According to the radio, the 
head of Kabul's democratic youth 
group. Zahor Razmjo. led a large 
convoy to the valley last week to 
help clean up. 

The group repaired buildings, 
set up health centres and even res- 
umed emerald production while a 
special propaganda detatchment 
put up pro-government posters, it , 
said. The group returned to Kabul 
Saturday. 

Razmjo also gave lectures cri- ! 
ticising Mr. Ahmad Shah Masood. I 
the rebel commander who has 
held the Panjsher since the beg- j 
inning of the five-year war. 

The broadcast left vague the 
question of how many people 
were actually living in the Pan- 
jsher. which Mr. Masood ordered 
to be evacuated before the start of 
the Soviet offensive. 

Western diplomats say the gov- 
ernment has been trying without 
much success to round up Pan- 
jsheri refugees in Kabul and send 
them back to the valley to show 
the area was calm. 

G uerrilla sources Say many Pan- 
jsheris who fled north to the And- 
arab Valley on Mr. Masootfs ord- 
ers were being driven from village 
to village by repeated Soviet bom- 
bing. 

Most of the reconstruction work 
mentioned in Saturday night's 
broadcast was reported to have 
been done in Anawa. a village at 
the mouth of the valley where the 
Soviet army maintains a garrison. 

The radio said the groin? rep- 
aired mosques and government 
buildings in Rokha, near the cen- 
tre of the valley. Mr. Razmjo also 
laid the foundation stone for a 
school there, the radio said. 


Heat wave takes 57 
lives in India 

NEW. DELHI ( AP) — At least 57 
people have died in a record heat 
wave that has seared much of 
India over the past two weeks, off- 
• irials said Saturday. Fridays tem- 
perature in New Delhi hit 45.2 
degrees Celsius (11.34 Fah- 
renheit), the honest day in May in 
the capital in 40 years. At Palam 
International Airport just outside 
the capital. The temperature rea- 
ched 47.5 Celsius (117.5 F). 

Chinese nursery 
matrons jailed for 
child abuse 

PEKING (AP) — Two Chinese 
nursery nannies have been sen- 
tenced for terrorising and tor- 
turing at least four children with a 
hot stove poker as punishment for 
crying, the Peking Daily said Sun- 
day. “The Venomous Aunties 
have been punished.” the new- 
spaper said in its account of the 
incident at the nursery in a Nan- 
king electric-plating factory. It 
said matrons Liu Yulan and Vang 
Xiuying received three-year jail 
terms in late January after an out- 
cry by the parents of the four chi- 
lren, aged between 18 months 
and 2 years. The newspaper did 
not explain the delay in reporting 
tbe incident or provide other inf- 
ormation about the defendants. 
The children sustained second- 
degree bums on the buttocks from 
a stove poker, which the matrons 
used to threaten the nursery’s 89 
children when they cried, the 
paper said. “Whoever cries gets 
burned,” it quoted the matrons as 
telling the children. 


‘Only 2,500 drug 
addicts in 
Soviet Union 9 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
Union has just 2,500 people add- 
icted to drugs, out of a population 
of 274 million, according to a Sov- 
iet official. The figure was given by 
Mr. Eduard Babayan, the Soviet 
representative to a United Nat- 
ions Commission on Narcotics, in 
response to a letter from a Turkish 
' reader to the New Times weekly 
magazine. The writer, according 
to the current issue of the mag- 
azine. said the Soviet talk much 
about drug addiction in the West, 
and asked what the situation was 
in the Soviet Union. In addition to 
the figure on addiction. Mr. Bab- 
ayan said the Soviet union has not 
registered a single case of add- 
iction to heroin — banned in the 
Soviet Union — in the pasi dec- 
ade. He also said there are no coc- 
aine. LSD (an haUucinogem) or 
amphetamine addicts. He did nut 
say what drugs the 2.500 are add- 
icted to. 


84-year-old son 
sentenced as 
104-year-old mother 
looks on 


DENVER (AP) — Despite an 
impassioned plea for mercy from 
his 104-year-old mother, an 84- 
year-old man was sentenced to 
four years in prison on an assault 
charge. In imposing the sentence 
Thursday on Dewey “Pops” 
Shuey. District Judge Robert P. 
Fullerton said the defendant had a 
“propensity” for carrying guns 
said “firing them ar people.” Wit- 
hin the past two years. Shuey has 
been convicted twice of carrying a 
concealed weapon and charged 
with shooting two people. Mr. Ful- 
lerton said. 


Adolescent suicides 
feel isolated, 
psychiatrist says 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minnesota 
(AP) — Adolescents who commit 
suicide often feel they have no one 
to help them cope with their pro- 
blems even though many are good 
students with stable relationships 
‘ and goals, a University of Min- 
nesota researcher says. In a study 
of completed and attempted sui- 
cides among teen-agers in the 
Canadian province of Ontario 
between January 1971 and Aug- 
ust 1978. Dr. Barry Garfinkel 
found that girls tried to kill the- 
mselves three times as often as 
boys. But boys were nearly four 
times more likely to succeed, bec- 
ause they more often used dea- 
dlier means, such as guns, he 
found.
